Improving Planning Administration 


MR. HENRY BROOKE evidently intends to lose no time in 
dealing with one plank in the Conservative election 
manifesto—namely, the promise to review afresh the 
administrative system of town and country planning with 
the aim above all of reducing delays. He spoke about this 
when opening the Town and Country Planning Associa- 
tion conference soon after the election and again at the 
Association’s jubilee dinner. In all fairness, it should be 
said that in many cases planning applications are dealt 
with expeditiously, but sometimes delays occur and these 
can be serious. They are not only unfair to developers 
but can prove costly to the country. It will not be easy, 
however, to find a solution. There can be no question 
of sweeping away the principles of planning control 
embodied in the Act of 1947. As Mr. Harold Macmillan 
once put it, it is imperative that ‘the limited acres of 
this small island should be used to the best national 
advantage.’ We cannot afford to scrap the control of land 
use. Moreover, the Planning Acts are important for the 
preservation of amenity and for ensuring that new develop- 
ment is carried out as attractively as possible. 
Fortunately (as his calling in of the Piccadilly Monico 
plan proves) Mr. Brooke has shown that he is aware of 
the importance of good planning. ‘ The kind of challenge 
to planning which I welcome is the challenge to bad or 


blurred planning, to hasty planning or crawl planning. 
That is what I mean to try to eliminate from the adminis- 
trative system. . .. We must be stern as anybody towards 
the planner who fails to reason accurately and to define 
closely what he is getting at.’ 

The Minister is undoubtedly right in concentrating on 
the quality of planning administration. The problem of 
delays is really a secondary one. Delays will be eradicated 
in measure as the planning machine works sensibly. In 
this connection, however, it is important to remember 
what the planning machine really is. At local level, it 
means the local authority comprising the elected council- 
lors and the officials concerned with planning control. 
Whilst the officials must bear an important share of the 
responsibility in the advice they give to the councillors 
and in the attitude they take in interviewing members of 
the public, the decision is that of the councillors. 

Administrative measures can do something to improve 
the quality of planning. The Minister might well consider 
extending the number of developments permitted (subject 
to suitable conditions) by the General Development Order, 
thus reducing the number of applications to local authori- 
ties. But basically the problem is not administrative; it is 
to create a better understanding of what planning should 
really try to achieve. 
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Building Management 


STUDY OF THE PUBLICATION on Management Studies for 
Building (issued by the BBE from the Institute of 
Builders, 48 Bedford Square, WC1, price 7s. 6d.) prompts 
the question whether or not requirements for admini- 
strative industrial posts have really altered, especially over 
the period covered by the Diploma Examinations of the 
Institute of Builders. Some of the earlier candidates for 
these examinations could still possibly, solely on their 
basic training, obtain a reasonable pass in some of the 
typical papers printed in the booklet proving, surely, that 
a good, well thought-out syllabus does not change in its 
basic and fundamental educational requirements so much 
as many people would have us think. 

Sincere congratulations therefore to the Study Group 
—under Mr. Woodbine-Parish’s enthusiastic leadership 
for clearly re-stating the qualifications for fulfilling the 
duties of responsibility in the building industry, no light 
task, but one diligently completed and now published in 
a format which is a credit to the printers’ art. One may, 
however, criticise the advisability of restraining study by 
age limitation. Whilst the student’s brain is attuned to 
study it may be extremely advisable, after obtaining all 
the necessary available technical qualifications giving a 
fundamental knowledge of the industry, to continue with- 
out break further investigations on management and 
supervisory probiems. Pure examination successes can 

never usurp experience. 

In order to encourage sufficient recruits to interest 
themselves in qualifying for top management posts, the 
industry must shatter the illusions of many builders that 
promotion depends either on family ties with the master 
builder or the ability to provide more capital, as indeed 
it often does in the case of many small firms. The real 
opportunities in the industry are often overlooked: it is 


not a factory-based industry but one involving numerous 
site contracts, large and small, each requiring, according 
to its needs and size, its own efficient site manager. 
Personnel from the ranks are still necessary for all of these 
various posts and many young craftsmen will have to fill 
them. Is it not time, therefore, to reconsider seriously 
the whole position of intake of young men into the 
industry? Many really clever young men are not entering 
building—not because they are unwilling to perform rather 
arduous and somewhat dirty preliminary training duties, 
but because their futures even today are not clearly 
defined. They look for posts where individuality and self- 
reliance are reasonably well rewarded both by fair 
remuneration and by prestige. The Master Builders must 
wake up to this elementary fact; it is not beyond their 
capabilities to publish their approximate requirements in 
industry over the next five to ten (or even more) years 
for charge hands, craft foremen, site foremen, managers, 
estimators, etc., and so provide a real incentive. The 
satisfaction of responsibility for many of our new modern 
buildings should also be properly publicised. 

A start could well be made at the bottom of the ladder 
leading to responsibility, by useful and proper recognition 
of suitably qualified craftsmen who, after all, do not need 
the amount of supervision required by unskilled labour 
and thus lessen the burden on ‘ top management.’ 

Schools, technical colleges and universities are full of 
keen and ambitious young men willing to work for the 
highest possible qualifications. It may well be an 
industry's own fault if it cannot attract these fine modern 
youngsters. The publication under review goes far to 
fill one of the gaps in information; the executive builders 
themselves must fill the other in the form of more precise 
information on what, in cash terms, building has to offer.

The Minister Acts on Piccadilly ; Unjamming Central London ; 


TRE WELTER Of opinion and counter- 
opinion on the form of development pro- 
posed for the Monico site in Piccadilly 
Circus has been temporarily resolved by 
the timely decision of the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government, Mr. 
Brooke, to hold a public inquiry into the 
matter. Even Mr. Jack Cotton, whose 
firm is behind the development, expresses 
himself as being glad of the decision: the 
‘I’m only sorry it wasn’t done a long 
time ago’ he is reported as saying of the 
announcement that the Minister had 
decided to call in the plan. 

We do not agree with Mr. Cotton; a 
situatién where the Minister was 
expected to move in every planning 
matter in dispute would be resented by 
the ordinary citizen and make planning 
procedure cumbersome in the extreme. 
It should be sufficient that the Minister 
should possess powers to call in a 
development plan (as Mr. Sandys when 
Minister did in the case of the St. Paul's 
precinct) when public opinion finds itself 
in irreconcilable opposition to a develop- 
ment proposal. If this means that the

Unjamming Central London 

IT IS NOT WITHOUT SIGNIFICANCE that 
Mr. Brooke is also currently interesting 
himself in trying to end the concentra- 
tion of new office employment in Central 
London. Opening a new office block at 
Kew Bridge last week, he said that he 
hoped the new block would give impetus 
to a trend towards establishing much 
more office accommodation on the out- 
skirts of the Metropolis. It was 
inevitable, he thought, that much of it 
must be in or near London, but ‘ what is 
not inevitable and what I am determined 
to stop’ is that all the new office employ- 
ment should be concentrated in Central 
London. 

The Minister gave no indication of 
what steps he proposed to bring about 
this state of affairs, and a further state- 
ment would be valuable. Meanwhile it 
is encouraging to note that private enter- 
prise, as seen by the siting of several 
recent developments, is proving not slow 
to take up the point. 


Modern Bridge Design 

VISCOUNT STONEHAVEN does nothing to 
help forward the cause of improved 
bridge design in Great Britain by object- 
ing, as he did in the House of Lords last 
week, to the Minister of Transport’s pro- 
posal to make a tour of bridges overseas 
in the company of a panel of young con- 
sultants who have both designed and 
constructed bridges. He seems to think 
that a slur (to use his own words) is 
being cast on British engineers by so 
doing. In our view nothing but good 
can come of such a tour. The Continent 
in general, and Sweden, France, Italy 
and Germany in particular, have made 
recently some magnificent contributions 
to bridge design which should be, better 
known, especially by Mr. Marples’s 
Ministry. If Mr. Marples suspects that 
we in this country are not taking any- 
thing like the advantage that we could 
of the plastic design advantages of re- 


inforced concrete (to say nothing of its 
comparative economy as against other 
forms of more traditional construction) 
then any action proposed that could 
have the effect of letting some daylight 
into things has our fullest support. 


The Building Exhibition 


THE FIRST IMPRESSION of the Building 
Exhibition, opened by the Minister of 
Works, Lord John Hope, on Wednesday 
of last week, is the enormous improve- 
ment, as compared with previous shows, 
in stand design. More architects have 
been brought in and their ingenuity is 
on constant display. More about this 
next week, when Mr. George Grenfell 
Baines will write in our columns on those 
stands which caught his attention. 

Though not a stand, in the normal 
sense, the RIBA clubroom over the Addi- 
son-road entrance earns commendation. 
A normally shapeless room has been con- 
verted, using the minimum of material 
(and that mostly borrowed) and the maxi- 
mum of brains, into a pleasant oasis 
where architects can do a bit of good to 
the Architects’ Benevolent Society simply 
by coming along and taking tea on the 
house. Credit goes to Messrs. Noel 
Perkins and Roger Warboys, AA/RIBA, 
for their intelligent work. 

The cpening ceremony itself went off 
well, the oratorical honours being won by 
Mr. Prosser and Mr. Jim Mills whose 
prayer directed towards the Minister: 
*O Lord, at last there is some Hope for 
the building industry,’ was well received. 
Mr. Prosser, speaking without notes as 
builders nowadays seem to manage to do, 
was in excellent form.

ONLY ONE GRUMBLE, and that not con- 
nected with the Exhibition itself. London 
Transport simply must improve the 
shuttle service it runs between Earls 
Court district station and Olympia. A 
fifteen-minute service, even if strictly 
adhered to, is not good enough. Instead 


of a six-car train four times an hour, a 
two-car train six times an hour is wanted. 
There can be no practical reason against 
this that goodwill on London Transport’s 
part could not overcome. At present, the 
law of diminishing returns is operating 

a pity in view of the difficulty of parking 
in the Olympia area. 


An Editor Retires 


MR. H. L. CHILDE, who retires on Decem- 
ber 31 after 38 years as editor of ‘ Con- 
crete and Constructional Engineering,’ 
will be a loss not only to our contem- 
porary but to the building industry Press. 
He joined ‘Concrete’ as full-time editor 
after some years as assistant editor, under 
W. T. Plume, of ‘ The Builder.” He has 
been remarkable not only for his know- 
ledge of reinforced concrete engineering, 
notable in a man who has held no degree, 
but for the forthright manner in which 
he has let air into the concrete industry 
and deflated every attempt to make the 
subject an occasion for the practice of 
mystique. Journalism, technical no less 
than popular, needs its quota of men such 
as Childe whose opinion and help has 
been in constant demand by his friends 
over the years. We wish him a happy and 
busy retirement. 


The Burton-Pennethorne Lodges 


IN A LETTER to ‘ The Times,’ Mr. D. H.

THIS BLOCK OF 33 FLATS at Hove, 
Sussex, has been designed for indi- 
vidual letting on a seven-year lease. 
The accommodation ranges from single 
bed-sitting rooms with kitchen and 
bathroom to 3-bedroom flats, planned 
on six floors. Rents vary from £210 
p.a. to £480 p.a. excluding rate 
charges. 

External walls and dividing walls 
between flats are cavity construction. 
Floors are precast concrete with fibre- 
glass insulation. Flooring is softwood 
boards on joists, with linoleum in 
kitchens, landings and common halls, 
and glazed tiles in bathrooms. All 
flats above ground floor have private 
balconies. Vertical circulation is by 
staircase and one high-speed lift. Flat 
5 is occupied by a resident porter. 

The block is L-shaped on plan, and 
horizontal circulation is by short 
internal corridors. Kitchens and bath- 
rooms are placed adjacent in each flat, 
so that services are grouped in 3 
vertical ducts at the centre and each 
end of the block. Tenants are pro- 
vided with a clothes drying balcony on 
all floors except ground, which has a 
drying area at the rear. 


South elevation 


Scale: 1 in. = 64 ft. 
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The balconies are a dominant fea- 
ture of the elevational treatment, and 
the panel fronts are one of the first 
examples of the use of vitreous 
enamelled aluminium. The enamel is 
sprayed either manually or automatic- 
ally on to the panels, and fired to a 
temperature of 540 degrees to attain 
fusion of the enamel and aluminium. 
Sheets of indefinite length can be 
provided, and the maximum width is 
5 ft. The product is manufactured 
by Ernest Stevens Ltd. and marketed 
under the name of ‘ Judgelite.’ On 
Dolphin Court, the balcony fronts are 
made from 12-gauge aluminium for the 
plain sheets, and 18-gauge for fluted 
sheets, supported on angle frames. 

The general specification of a flat is 
as follows. Kitchen: high and low 
level cupboards with formica work- 
tops; built-in Electrolux refrigerator; 
stainless steel sink unit with Biflo 
mixer taps; gas and electricity supply 
point for cooker; wall tiling up to 
4 ft. 8 in.; glazed screen between 
kitchen and living room. Living 
room: television points for link relay 
and central aerial system; floor level 
windows; concrete balcony, with wi 
balustrades and _ vitreous-enamelled 
aluminium fronts. Bathrooms: 
coloured sanitary fittings; shower 
fitting, and movable screen around 
bath. Doors: flush ply faced and 
glazed. Services: telephone connec- 
tion; radiators in all rooms, fed from 
an oil fired boiler installation.

Piccadilly Redevelopment ; Architectural Criticism and 
the Public ; Direct Labour 


siR,—I note the remarks in * Notes of the 
Week’ (your issue of November 20) 
regarding the gigantic advertising panel 
the LCC are allowing to be put up on the 
Monico building site. You may remember 
when this matter was under consideration 
at the Council meeting that I made public 
protest in the strongest possible terms 
about what was proposed, and you were 
good enough to quote my words with 
emphatic approval. That, of course, was 
the time for a protest to be made with 
effect. 

1 am very much afraid, the LCC being 
the town planning authority and having 
passed this scheme, that any attempt to 
reverse the decision will prove to be very 
difficult and may possibly lead to rate- 
payers facing heavy charges in the way 
of compensation. Nevertheless I am glad 
that the Minister is to call the plan in, 
and will hold an inquiry. 

I know that you are not among those 
who feel that pretty lights in Piccadilly 
are out of place, and with this I agree. 
The intelligent illuminating of a building 
at night can be a legitimate and up-to- 
date method of showing the value of good 
architecture, but when pretty lights 
consort with vulgar, idiotic and badly 
designed advertising panels, this is quite 
another matter. 

Piccadilly to-day is a disgrace to this 
country, and it is an appalling state of 
affairs that an authority like the LCC 
should not only give its approval to such 
a scheme but should make possible the 
continuation of such conditions for pos- 
sibly the next hundred years. The Coun- 
cil have all the power needed to stop this 
sort of thing and woe betide any little 
man in London who puts a hanging sign 
up unless he has the permission of the 
LCC. Such permissions are generally 
withheld and, I think in most cases, quite 
properly. This makes the LCC’s action 
in the matter of the Monico site all the 
more discreditable.

Direct Labour and John Citizen 


sir,—I am surprised that your Labour 
Correspondent should be so concerned 
(‘The Builder,’ November 13) at the 
apparent sharpness of the exchanges 
between Sir Richard Coppock and myself 
on the subject of direct labour that he has 
taken a whole page of your valuable 
journal in an attempt to show that we are 
both exaggerating the significance of this 
issue. 

By implication he suggests that the 
number of operatives concerned is small 
(he mentions the figure of 50,000), that 
it is decreasing and that employers are 
losing a sense of proportion. 

I would suggest that if he wishes your 
readers to take his article seriously he 
should at least take the trouble to be 
accurate in his facts. 

For the information of your correspon- 
dent, in 1957 (the latest official figures) 
368.000 operatives were employed on 
direct labour operations as compared 
with 344,000 in 1951. Those employed 
by local authorities numbered 178 000 in 
1958 as compared with 162,000 in 1951. 

In view of these figures I wonder who 
really needs the sense of proportion. I 
suggest it is not the employers. I suggest 
further that their protests are neither ill- 
timed nor based on groundless fears.

siR,—The merits or demerits of direct 
labour building on a large scale are some- 
thing which I know a little about; all 
direct work is made suspect by the cost 
of small works executed by Corporations, 
Councils, Boards and the like enjoying 
monopoly privileges. 

Recently, I had occasion to check an 


account rendered by a local water 
authority. For laying a 36-ft. run of 2-in. 
main, fitting a branch to the water main 
in a quiet street and providing and fixing 
a stop valve and cover at the tenants’ end 
of the main, a charge of £115 was made. 
No private contractor would have dared 
charge more than £50. On materials, 25 
per cent profit was charged and when this 
was queried, my assistant was told: 
‘Well, these are our terms.’ The labour 
charge was arrived at from dozens of 
time-sheets which nobody was in a posi- 
tion to dispute. 

Is it not high time that all local 
authority work was carried out by private 
enterprise under a reasonable system of 
inspection? To this could be added many 
of the works carried out by the various 
Boards. I am convinced that labour out- 
put could be so increased that the costs 
of additional supervision would be 
recovered many times over.

THE ‘ PHOENIX’ PUBLIC HOUSE recently built on 
the corner of Cavendish Square and John Princes- 
street, W1, for Meux’s Brewery Co., Ltd., replaces 
the previous house in Phoenix Yard. The new pub 
is the first stage of a large comprehensive develop- 
ment on a site bounded by Oxford-street, Holles- 
street, Cavendish-square and John Princes-street. 


The elevational treatment of the pub has been 
designed to form part of the two-storey perimeter 
buildings out of which will spring a twenty-storey 
office block. The facade is faced in Portland stone, 
with Imperial red granite enclosing the ground 
floor on which has been incised a symbolic 
‘Phoenix’ sculptured by Mr. Bainbridge Copnall. 
Illuminated box letters, and projecting signs form 
an integral part of the whole external treatment. 
Windows are Burma teak with the ‘ Friary Meux’ 
sign fired on the high level fanlights. 


A restaurant at basement level seats 100 persons. 
The bar is divided from the dining area by a timber 


screen and fixed seating. Flooring is ‘ Missanda ’ 
wood block with a traditional design carpet which 
can be removed for dancing. Walls are panelled in 
flush ‘ Indian Silver Grey’ wood veneer. Separate 
lavatory accommodation, powder room and cloak- 
room are provided. The kitchen has a fully tiled 
refrigerated food store, with direct servery to the 
restaurant and a hoist to the ground floor bar. 
The ‘Phoenix Bar’ at ground floor has a cold 
snacks and meals counter. The bar is finished in 
ribbed teak and formica counter top. Walls are 
panelled in ‘Olive Ash’ and ribbed teak. Cills 
and other flat surfaces are lined with formica. A 
cooled beer cellar provides draught beer to both 
bars, and cooled shelves are included in the bar 
fittings for bottled beers. An electrically operated 
hoist between the cellar and the delivery yard off 
John Princes-street allows ‘ off street’ unloading. 

A gas fired central heating system has been 
installed with concealed convectors throughout. 
The whole of the lower ground floor, lavatories,

ground floor. The bar is finished with a 
ribbed teak front and formica counter 

top. The dropped ceiling is painted blue 
and edged with beaten copper. Cooled 
shelves in the bar fittings are provided 
for bottled beers.

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Quantity Surveyors’ Feast 


Some Impressions 


I SAW A STATEMENT the other day that 
quantity surveying as a profession might 
be on its way out. At Grosvenor House 
last week I was privileged to be one of 
the eleven hundred strong when quantity 
surveyors entertained their guests at their 
annual feast. Those who had applied 
early enough for their tickets had come 
from all parts of Great Britain, but even 
so they were but a small proportion of 
the total professional strength. 
Hospitality abounded and prosperity set 
the scene. If this was the setting for a 
profession on its way out, then I am all 
for going with them. 

We missed the Chairman's handshake 
but appreciated the wisdom of avoiding 
a traffic jam outside the bar, and we were 
more than compensated later by his 
gracious welcoming speech. 

The organisation of the proceedings 
was excellent as always, and the whole 
atmosphere of the gathering, warmed by 
our hosts’ generous hospitality, was 
genial and animated. What more could 
one want? Well, perhaps there was just 
one thing—a thing I have spoken of 
before on these occasions. We want a 
dining room to accommodate eleven 
hundred diners where everyone can talk 
at once without creating the effect of 
Babel, even when plates are being 
cleared. The Light Orchestra of the Corps 
of Royal Engineers may otherwise have 
to consider bringing their colleagues 
from the wind section to their aid if they 
are to rise above the clamour! It seemed 
a pity that their musical talents should 
earn them no higher award than that of 
the well-behaved children who are seen 
but not heard. The Linden Singers fared 
better and their singing was really 
delightful for those who were near 
enough to hear them well. 

Mr. Rex Proctor who proposed the 
toast of the Guests was a very happy 
choice. He admitted to having had fair 
warning of the event and he _ had 
obviously spent the interim to good 
purpose, for his speech was scintillating 
and moved both guests and hosts alike 
to a pitch of high merriment. I hope it 
is to be reported in full, for in spite of 


microphones, I fear that some of his best 
‘bons mots’ were lost in parts of the 
room. 

The Minister, to whom was given the 
task of reply, tackled his job bravely. He 
had done a good deal of homework 
during his brief four weeks of office and 
I doubt if every Minister of Works could 
boast a working knowledge of a bill of 
quantities a month after appointment. 

It must have been very gratifying to 
the architects present to hear their 
President, Mr. Basil Spence, receive such 
resounding cheers—or was it the archi 
tects who did the cheer-leading? No 
matter which, Mr. Spence rewarded our 
enthusiasm, as only Mr. Spence can, with 
intimate tales of his experiences. He 
told us of his South African adventures 
and of what he described as his 
Mutt-and-Jeff turn with past-Chairman 
Walford. His personal reminiscences 
are always entertaining and on this light 
hearted evening we _ were pleasantly 
spared from any semblance of high think 
ing or architectural profundity. This was 
our President in party mood rather than 
the architect whom we know for the 
serious study that goes into his work. 

This dinner, which it has been my 
privilege and pleasure to attend for 
many years, has gone from strength to 


strength, and the only limitation imposed 
on its growth, so far as I can see, is the 
superficial area of the floor space which 
contains it. At no other gathering to 
which I am invited do I meet so many 
people I know, nor do I know of another 
occasion where the guests are so 
reluctant to depart. I cannot believe 
that this profession ‘on its way out’ will 
for ever accept the physical limitations 
of Grosvenor House. Why not Olympia, 
Earl’s Court or even Harringay for the 
final exit?

Unjamming Central London 
Avoiding Office Block Concentration 


MR. HENRY BROOKE, Minister of Housing 
and Local Government, is determined to 
bring to an end the concentration of all 
new office employment in Central Lon- 
don. He said this on November 18 when 
opening a new office block at Kew Bridge, 
and added: ‘ This new office building is 
significant of the future. Those who are 
responsible for the initiative deserve the 
credit; and I hope their example will be 
followed by many, to the lasting well- 
being of London and Londoners, and 
the jammed roads which we want to un- 
jam.” The Minister said he hoped that 
the new office block would give impetus 
to a trend with far-reaching conse- 
quences. ‘ We do not want to see all the 
new office building erected in Central 
London,’ he said. ‘We want them more 
and more to spring up on the outskirts of 
London, or away beyond the green belt 
in the New Towns and elsewhere. 

‘In Central London, 22 million sq. ft. 
of new office buildings have been com- 
pleted since the war, and another 9 mil- 
lion sq. ft. or so are in course of erection. 
Of course. not by many means all of that 
is net addition. A great deal of it is 
replacement of office buildings destroyed 
in the war. Six million sq. ft. of offices 
were lost in the City of London alone. 

‘In modern life with its growing com- 
plexity, an increase in office work, pro- 
portionately to the total of work of all 
kinds. is natural and inevitable. It is 
inevitable, too, that much of it must be 
in or near London, for London is the capi- 


tal city and the centre for so much trade 
and commerce. What is not inevitable, 
and what I am determined to stop, is that 
all the new office employment should be 
concentrated in Central London. That is 
the significance of this ceremony today. 
Here is a firm which has had the initiative 
to build an impressive new office block 
close by Kew Bridge, 8 miles out from the 
City. It is a bold venture, and it is not 
going to stand empty. Lessees and tenants 
are moving into it at once. I feel sure 
that those who come here will quickly 
find the same great benefit in terms of 
efficiency as others have already done who 
have moved office staffs out from Central 
London. The general benefits which most 
firms that have moved out have found 
are cheaper and more spacious office 
accommodation, better staff facilities, 
lower overall costs, and much less wear 
and tear on staff, resulting in better 
attendance and lower sickness records. 
“Of course, there are disadvantages, 
too; the upset of making the move and 
the problem of communications if part 
of the staff stays in the centre, as it 
must often do. The advantages are 
permanent; the disadvantages are largely 
transitional. Teleprinters and private 
telephone lines are developed now to a 
high efficiency. Papers can be moved by 
van or otherwise in or out of London 
far more easily and securely than large 
numbers of staff can in crowded condi- 
tions with all the risks of coughs and

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colds and infections and tiredness. 

‘It is in Central London now where 
the interrupted communications are inter- 
rupted by sheer congestion. It is the 
firms who are moving out, whether to the 
outskirts as here, or away into the 
country, who know best where their own 
business interests lie. They are where 
every business firm wants to be, in the 
forefront of progress. They are acting in 
line, too, with a public need. I hope 
many business people will take note of 
what we are doing here today.’ 


Planning Powers 


Greater Delegation to Local 
Authorities 


REGULATIONS* entitling county district 
councils with a population of 60,000 or 
more to claim delegation from county 
councils of important planning functions 
have been made by the Minister of Hous- 
ing and Local Government, Mr. Henry 
Brooke. They come into operation on 
December 1. 

If the Minister thinks fit he will be 
able in special circumstances to require 
similar delegation to a district council 
with less than 60,000 population. 

The principal functions subject to dele- 
gation concern applications for planning 
permission, orders for preserving trees, 
and the control of outdoor advertising. 
Mineral development is excluded, but 
county councils have power to delegate 
the control of this, too, if they want to. 

As far as the other district councils are 
concerned, the Minister, in a circular (No. 
58/59), calls on county councils to review 
their arrangements for planning control. 
In some counties, he says, it may be 
generally agreed that the existing arrange- 
ments are satisfactory, but in others it 
may now be right to consider introducing 
a delegation scheme, or extending exist- 
ing delegation arrangements. 

He believes that ‘ the satisfactory exer 
cise of planning powers in the counties 
demands a partnership between the 
county and district councils which can 
best be achieved by the fullest measure of 
delegation to the district councils coupled 
with a willingness on the part of the dis- 
trict councils to maintain close consul- 
tation with the county council.’ 

The Minister thinks that ‘in general, 
any district council to which adequate 
technical advice is available should be left 
free to decide most applications for 
development which is in accordance with 
the development plan, though in any case 
of doubt the district council should con- 
sult the county council. He hopes that 
one result of the review of the existing 
arrangements will be to ensure the speedy 
handling of straightforward planning 
applications, and, where difficulties are 
foreseen, to make it more frequently pos- 
sible for a discussion to be arranged with 
an applicant.’ 

Mr. Brooke also suggests that county 
councils should give district councils 
which have the necessary staff the fullest 
opportunity of co-operating in the pre- 
paration and review of town maps.

WORK HAS COMMENCED on a 
£2 million extension programme at 
Loughborough, Birmingham, one 
of the eight Colleges of Advanced 
Technology in Britain, which on 
completion by the end of 1961 
will be the largest residential tech- 
nical college in the country. There 
will be accommodation for 1,400 
students on full-time and sand- 
wich courses, of whom 1,000 will 
be resident students. 

The teaching accommodation, 
designed by Richard Sheppard, 
Robson & Ptrs., consists of a six- 
storey science block; aeronautical 
and automobile engineering 
laboratories, with separate test 
houses; and nuclear energy labora- 
tories.

About 800 of the 
students will live in the village in 
two and _ three-storey’ terrace 
blocks and in a new nine-storey 
block for the College’s post gradu- 
ate students.

Products and Materials § 


ALL BEING WELL, the next Building Exhi- 
bition will be held in 1961 and, no doubt, 
the exhibition organisers will be starting 
to plan that exhibition shortly after the 
present one closes on Wednesday next. 
But, before November, 1961, the Royal 
Institute of British Architects will be 
acting as hosts in London to the next 
Congress of the International Union of 
Architects when the theme will be ‘ New 
..IFechniques and Materials—Their Impact 
on Architecture.’ 


It was with that announcement in mind 
that I went to Olympia to see the new 
materials and products. Certainly I 
received occasionally a slight bump or 
jolt but nothing which could possibly be 
described as an impact. Manufacturers, 
their associations or federations will 
immediately wish to point out that it 
takes time to develop a new material or 
product; that new materials are on the 
market and have been for some years 
which have had a considerable effect on 
the building industry. No one will dis- 
pute that, but it would be very much 
better if we were all a little more honest 
with ourselves. Too many materials and 
products shown in this exhibition are 
described as ‘new’ when they are really 
only developments, minor in many 
instances, of goods which have been 
shown before or have been in actual use 
for some time. Very often it is only the 
craftsman, the designer, the chemist or 
the managing director who can point out 
what is new in respect of details. 


Before visiting the exhibition, the 
opportunity had been taken of reading 
‘The Builder’ review of the 1957 Build- 
ing Exhibition and the relevant catalogue, 
to ensure that high-pressure sales talk on 
the stands would not mislead your cor- 
respondent as to what was new and what 
was not. The Building Centre helped 


considerably by publishing their monthly 
list of new materials in good time for it 
to be a useful guide, and some catalogue 
entries could immediately be marked 
with a ‘ must see’ mark. 


Let There be Light! 


Windows there are, made of plastic, 
aluminium, steel and timber or combina 
tions of the four materials, but the impor 
tant point to record is that they are 
nearly all being tidied up in appearance, 
made to be cleaned more easily and safer 
to operate; many have provision for 
double-glazing and have been considered 
in relationship to ventilation problems. 
The design of roof lights is a case in 
point; unless large lantern lights have 
been built up it has been very difficult to 
find lights which give complete weather 
protection, permanent or temporary 
ventilation, yet can be easily controlled. 
QUICKTHO ENGINEERING, LTD. (stand 729), 
show a variety of such lights with the 
balanced hinged opening roof light as 
possibly the best. It is prefabricated for 
fixing to timber upstands, contains a 
simple balance operated by chain 
mechanism and has an adequate weather 
protection shroud or canopy when in the 
open position. This firm gained their 
experience with regard to weathering of 
windows in the public transport vehicle 
business, before they turned to the build- 
ing industry. An all-aluminium alloy 
curtain wall construction, ‘ Windowall,’ 
which has been designed to accommodate 
any 2-in. infilling, is also displayed on this 
stand. 

HENRY HOPE AND SONS, LTD. (stand D 
78/9), show an example of a window 
which has a plastic finish on top of a steel 
base. The ‘ Ferroplast’ method of obtain- 
ing the bonding between the plastic and 
the steel is covered by German patents: 
the British firm hope to go into full pro- 
duction before very long. The external 


and internal faces were in contrasting 
plastic colours with a weather-bar in a 
third colour, the whole creating excellent 
decorative possibilities whilst promising 
to be really serviceable and free from 
maintenance difficulties. Reversible win 
dows with much improved locking 
devices are to a new design and can be 
obtained with pivots vertically or hori 
zontally fitted. The firm 
works in the delightfully named Glass 
house Fields in East London, T. AND w 
IDE, LTD (stand K164), not only shows new 
types of continuous curved 
with or without controlled ventilation, 
but new ventilation curbs for their 
Twidex glass domes and, also, a lined 
rooflight in the same range, giving good 
insulation qualities. 

BOULTON AND  PAUI LTD (stand 
Q 246/7) some months ago decided not 
to continue with the manufacture of 
miscellaneous prefabricated buildings, 
glasshouses and garden furniture but to 
develop what they had been doing for a 
number of years in respect of joinery for 
the trade. The result of this concentra- 
tion on standard joinery can be seen, and 
their standardisation of sections has not 
meant that the variety of windows, for 
example, is small. A standard double- 
glazed window is now in full production 
as also is a series of windows with two 
opening casements but mullionless. 
Other firms are endeavouring to fix 
plastic to perfectly good timber with, to 
my mind, disastrous results and this 
finish should be left to firms who wish to 
bond plastic materials to metal. The 
value and beauty of good timber in win- 
dow construction can be seen on the stand 
(534) of JAYANBEE JOINERY LTD., where 
the ‘ Pierson full-vision sashless window ’ 
is being shown. This window is being 
manufactured under a Canadian licence 
and only Utile or Western red cedar is 
used. The windows can be either single 
or double-glazed and the

a number of Canadian winters so there 
should be no worries in our temperate 
climate. 

Not surprisingly in view of the in- 
creased number of high buildings in this 
country, there are more pivot hung

windows being shown than ever before. 
One such window shown in 1957 as new 
was an importation from Sweden; it has 
now appeared on another company’s 
stand under exactly the same name, and 
is again described as ‘new.’ New to the 
firm must not be confused as being new 
to the trade. 

CORROGLAZE LTD. (stand 583) are find- 
ing that they have to stress that their 
product is made of ‘ real’ glass (it is get- 
ting like the wine industry where there 
are, at times, doubts when champagne 
is champagne and when it is not!). How- 
ever, this firm states that their material 
is all of cast glass and is the only non- 
combustible corrugated roof and vertical

lighting sheet available on the British 
market. Its uses on roofs and for both 
large and small external wall openings 
are obvious but I was attracted by the 
new decorative sheet for internal parti- 
tion work. These sheets are obtainable 


to a height of 9 ft. 10 in., are joined by 
a neat plastic cover strip and the price, 
for a 25-sheet lot, strikes as reasonable. 
Glass fibres bonded with polyester resins 
provide a tough, resilient and lightweight 
material which has much to commend 
itself, and ALLAN BLUNN LTD. (stand S 269) 
have a decorative galt-glass sheet with 
corrugated profile or in flat sheets with 
reeded and stippied surfaces available in 
a number of colours useful for both 
ceilings and wallings. The new modular 
barrel roof lights, also shown on this 
stand, have points in their favour over 
some other products of a similar nature. 

Lights must include artificial ones, and 
after the pot-pourri of light fittings for 
the domestic market which have taken 
up much space on previous occasions, the 
comparative dearth of new fittings is 
rather welcome. The Chelsea hand 
wrought glass used in a new range of 
decorative light fittings by ATLAS LIGHT- 
ING LTD. (stand 708) offers, nevertheless, 
a wide range of colours and designs 
which are likely to be seized upon for 
display purposes. This firm consistently

produces new decorative lines of import- 
ant technical developments and its very 
presence at an exhibition ensures interest. 
Another lighting firm of high reputation 
is AEI LAMP AND LIGHTING CO. LTD. (stand 
728) who this year are featuring the Isora 
ceiling now introduced into this country. 
This ceiling is being marketed by SFIM 
(Great Britain) Ltd. and the afore- 
mentioned firm has been appointed light- 
ing consultants. The ceiling is, normally, 
built-up on a 40 in. square frame and has 
a membrane of non-sag PVC, either 
transparent or opaque, and available in a 
good range of colours and patterns. The 
lightness of the ceiling, 14 oz. per square 
foot, is perhaps its most telling feature. 

Another suspended ceiling is exhibited 
by lonlite Ltd. on the FALK, STADELMANN 
& co. LTD. (stand C 775/7) and this 
employs extruded PVC cladding on the 
beams with obvious advantages. On the 
stand are two new porch fittings which

are no doubt technically satisfactory but 
require reconsideration on the design 
board before being mass-produced. 
SIEMENS EDISON SWAN LTD. (stand B 25) 
have another ceiling surface on show 
which besides being illuminated with 
either fluorescent or tungsten lighting (a 
combination of both is recommended) 
uses Celotex acoustic panels between the 
lighting units. The fitting known as 
* Vitalite ’ which gives a continuous varia- 
tion in light output in order to banish 
‘tired’ lighting and relieve boredom and 
fatigue has disadvantages to my mind 
which tend to balance the advantages 
claimed for the system by the manufac 
turers. Installations in conference rooms 
might well be a success. 


And There Must Be Heat 

Tracking down the differences in fires 
and boilers is a tricky business indeed 
and all too often the representatives avail- 
able on the stand would prefer to talk 
to the housewife (refugee from the Ideal 
Home Exhibition?) rather than to the 
architect or builder. Patience was 
rewarded on some stands, however, and 
I did notice that when boilers were en- 
cased that the casing was now an integral 
part of the design and not just a box-like 
arrangement slipped over the offending 
‘works.’ Externally alike as two peas in 
a pod were the Classic Elite boiler and 
the Paragon Elite boiler on the stand 
(N 217/8) of IDEAL BOILERS & RADIATORS 
LTD. Within the first-mentioned was the 
new solid fuel boiler with from four to 
seven sections; the other was the oil-fired 
boiler which, to reverse the process of a 
few years ago, can be converted for solid 
fuel ‘ should the necessity arise.’ NEWTON, 
CHAMBERS & COMPANY LTD. (stand M 205/ 
6), better known as the Redfyre firm, 
have a new oil-fired boiler, the Centra- 
matic 50, which starts off with the handi- 
cap of being described as the ‘ brainiest 
oil-fired boiler ever.’ Forgetting the 
leaflet blurbs, it has a good appearance: 
and the 50,000 BThUs an hour, together

designed to kitchen unit size by 
Newton Chambers & Co. Ltd. 


with the fully automatic fan-pressurised 
unit incorporating electric ignition, 
should warrant a good demand. 

A different type of heating unit is the 
* Easiheater’ which is manufactured by 
RUBERY OWEN (HEATING) LTD. (stand 720). 
This is a convection unit designed to give 
8,000 cu. ft. of satisfactory space heat- 
ing (or in other words, 35,000 BThUs 
per hour at full flow) and is run on 
domestic vapourising oil. While the 
following remark does not apply to the 
fore-mentioned heater, I do sincerely 
trust that manufacturers of domestic 
boilers will realise that their products are 
beginning to look very like refrigerators, 
and it is time for a re-think if dire 
domestic consequences are to be avoided. 

Is there a retreat on the subject of 
electric floor heating? Certainly I did

not see anything particularly new or 
interesting in this form of heating, 
though as regards other methods of heat- 
ing by electricity there were new infra- 
red heaters and more variations on the 
radiator method of background heat- 
ing. E. K. COLE LTD. are pleased with 
their high-level 750-watt ‘ Firestreak’ 
infra-red heater for wall mounting on 
their stand (A 5/6) which now incor- 
porates a built-in switch of the pull cord 
type.

rises and overcomes the demand from 
the USA and Canada. Beside the copper 
water radiators from this firm, the 
pressed steel ones are now available 
‘ primer-finished ’’ or stove enamelled in 
nine colours which will help, consider- 
ably, the discerning architect or designer 
who until recently was left with the 
choice of two or three finishes. 


Cleanliness. . . . And Now 

What can be new about sanitary fit- 
tings? As competitors in recent trade 
competitions have recently found out, 
it is very difficult indeed to provide 
much that is novel, but a few firms 
manage to keep producing new designs 
which are developments or refinements 
rather than something completely new. 
A case in point is the delightful pedestal 
basin, the ‘ Lotus Leaf and Stem’ model 
which retails very reasonably on the 
ADAMSEZ LTD (stand F 110). Basins are 
being designed now for use in conjunc- 
tion with the spray taps now available 
and one such basin by this firm has been 
designed for use where it is important, for 
reasons of hygiene, that the back of the 
basins be kept free of the wall face. This

long and is designed for fitting in a 
recess. It has the flat bottom, which is 
becoming nearly standard, and the front 
side is wide on top which enables it to 
be used as a seat—provided, of course, 
that the soap is not left there! 

To get the water into the receptacles, 
there must be taps. JAMES BARWELL, LTD. 
(stand A 16), believe that their swivel 
pillar tap will find a number of uses, not 
least being at the kitchen sink. It has 
been designed to meet the need of filling 
a container with both hot and cold water 
at the same time and when normal set- 
tings of the taps do not allow for this.

The ABS Report 


THE ARCHITECTURAL PROFESSION as a 
whole is today probably more pros- 
perous, or at least more fully and steadily 
employed, than ever before, yet only a 
comparatively few of its members support 
their own benevolent institution. As Mr. 


Kenneth Cross said in his speech to the’ 


annual general meeting (printed in the 
Annual Report, 1958-1959, just pub- 
lished), ‘every year appeals go out and 
meet with a certain amount of success, 
but the response was only from a limited 
few and was not nearly enough... If 
architects could sit in on some of our 
Council meetings they would be im- 
pressed and appalled at the harrowing 
cases which were described.’ 

Those who do not support the Society 
should decide to do so at once. Though 
they may not be able to do much indivi- 
dually their combined contributions 
could make all the difference between 
insufficiency and affluence for the ABS. 
Other ways of helping are to support the 
ABS 1959 Ball in aid of the Homes Trust, 
at Grosvenor House, on December 9; the 
1960 Summer Ball at the RIBA on July 1, 
next; or by taking out insurances through 
the ABS Insurance Agency.

Progress at Imperial College 

‘ THE COLLEGE is in a state of rude and 
vigorous health.’ This was the main 
theme of the report on the Imperial Col- 
lege of Science and Technology made 
recently by its Rector, Sir Patrick 
Linstead, at the annual Commemoration 
Day ceremony held in the Royal Albert 
Hall, at which Lord Weeks was the 
Special Visitor. There were now 2,660 
students. New buildings were coming 
off the production line, not a moment too 
soon. The first part of the new Engineer- 
ing block had been finished in time for 
the present term. The fine new Physics 
building in Prince Consort-road was 
almost completed externally. 

Minor academic races with time had 
involved the construction of new labora- 
tories for nuclear technology, and for 
mining and metallurgy which had been 
carried out during the summer vacation. 
Weeks Hall, the first new Hall of Resi- 
dence in Prince’s Gardens, had been 
built. with a Vickers benefaction, in 
twelve months; it had been formally 
opened by Lord Knollys, Chairman of 
Vickers, on September 30, and occupied 
at the beginning of term by 62 students. 


Restoration of a Bath Landmark 


THE FAMOUS PULTENEY BRIDGE at Bath, 
designed by Robert Adam in 1771 after 
the style of the Florentine bridge, is 
undergoing reconstruction. This delight- 
ful Bath landmark with its broad car- 
riageway and shops on either side is to 
be maintained in its original form, and a 
feature of the plans for reconstruction is 
the provision of temporary footbridges 
to allow uninterrupted pedestrian access 
to the shops. Remedial works are urgently 
being implemented to arrest the decay 
which has increased considerably during 
the past few years. The work is being 
undertaken by the City Engineer’s 
Department at a cost of £15,500. 








Management Course 


THE INSTITUTE of Advanced Architec- 
tural Studies, York, is to hold a course 
on Architectural Project Management 
from January 8 to 12 next. The course 
is intended for practising architects, sur- 
veyors, civil engineers and builders.

Flats for Graduates, Oxford 


A MOVE TO BUILD 200 flats for married 
graduates in Oxford was disclosed to Con- 
gregation at Oxford on November 17 by 
Mr. Allan Bullock, Censor of St. 
Catherine’s Society. He was moving the 
preamble to the statute, accepted by Con- 
gregation, setting out administrative 
arrangements for the establishment of a 
new post-graduate society with non- 
collegiate status. 

The new society, Linacre House, will 
take the place of St. Catherine’s Society, 
when its undergraduate members leave 
in 1961 to form the nucleus of the new 
St. Catherine’s College. An amendment 
to postpone discussion of the statute in- 
definitely was defeated by 160 votes to 68. 

Mr. Bullock said that after discussions 
with Lady Ogilvie, Principal of St. Anne’s 
College, he had written asking the Heb- 
domadal Council to investigate the pos- 
sibility of making a loan to form a hous- 
ing association. The association would 
undertake to raise a mortgage and build, 
say, 200, flats, without profit, for married 
graduates and those taking up appoint- 
ments in Oxford. 


Fourth FIP Congress 


AT THE SIXTH MEETNG of the Adminis- 
trative Council held in Madrid recently, 
it was agreed that the Fourth Congress of 
the FIP would be held in Rome and 
Naples in June or July of 1962. The 
theme of the congress will be: (a) results 
of research since 1958 when the last con- 
gress was held in Berlin; (b) site and 
other problems and difficulties; remedies 
and solutions, incidents and accidents, 
fire resistance, buckling and stress cor- 
rosion; (c) economics of prestressed con- 
crete structures in relation to regulations, 
safety, partial prestressing and light- 
weight concrete; (d) progress in precast 
factory manufacture and standardisation 
since 1958; (e) outstanding prestressed 
concrete structures constructed since 
1958. 

Papers, submitted through representa- 
tive groups of the FIP and dealing with 
the subjects since January 1958 will be 
accepted. The six official FIP languages 
will be English, French, German, Italian, 
Russian and Spanish.

A Hundred Years Ago 
From The Builder of November 26, 1859 


EXCESS OF QUANTITIES: RESPONSIBILITY OF 
ARCHITECT.—Mr. H. P. Bolt, builder, of 
Newport, says the ‘ Hereford Times,’ has 
just been awarded the sum _. of 
£199 15s. 8d. expenses, for excess of 
quantities furnished by Mr. R. G. Thomas, 
architect of the new English Baptist 
Chapel, Commercial-street, of which Mr. 
Bolt was the builder. Prior to the com- 
mencement of the contract, Mr. Bolt was 
furnished with a bill of quantities by Mr. 
Thomas; and . . . . the architect assured 
the builder, on signing the contract, that 
the bill of quantities furnished was cor- 
rect. As the work proceeded, however, 
Mr. Bolt found, to his astonishment, that 
the quantities furnished were anything 
but correct. Not being able, under his 
contract, to sue the chapel committee, he 
had no alternative but to apply to the 
architect for payment of excess on 
incorrect quantities. Being unsuccessful 
in his application, he therefore sued the 
architect, and obtained a verdict before 
Mr. Justice Byles, at the Monmouth 
assizes, adjudging the architect liable to 
the builder for excess quantities; such 
excess to be referred to arbitration at 
Gloucester.

Avoiding the brick manufacturers’ 
exhibits in order not to embarrass any- 
one by asking for delivery dates, I gazed 
with my usual admiration at the beautiful 
timbers displayed on a number of stands 
and, in particular, the TIMBER DEVELOP-

exciting this year) and the stand arranged 
by the OFFICE OF THE HIGH COMMISSIONER

quite a different material was to be seen 
on the stand (D 64/5) of CONCRETE, LTD., 
where the finishes were, admittedly for 
exhibition purposes, as smooth as you 
know what.

enough known and are long-established 
but the recent introduction of the wide 
slabs (up to 7 ft. 6in.) for floor and roof 
construction is noteworthy. Compara- 
tive costs with other methods reflect to 
the firm’s advantage this method of con- 
struction. The use of these slabs, set ver- 
tically, in wall construction, both exter- 
nal and internal, should not be over- 
looked. 

ECONA MODERN PRODUCTS LTD., show on 
B 23 their development of a fabricated 
steel channel roofing frame which has 
pressed steel bridging sections pressed to 
suit the corrugations of industrial alu- 
minium sheets supplied by Reynolds TI.

There is a choice of eight species of 
timber and the thickness is 4 in. which 
means that all framing and furring must 
be true if satisfactory finishes are to be 
obtained. On the excellent stand of the 
FINNISH FOREIGN TRADE ASSOCIATION were 
hardboards by Mani Oy with the best 
quality enamel finish I have yet seen. 
Also, on this stand (846/7) was a small 
selection of first-class wallpapers by 
Tapetti Oy and Tampereen Tapetettiteo- 
das Oy.

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Plant and Equipment 


ACCOUNTING for roughly half of Britain’s 
capital investment, the building industry 
must ensure improved methods, without 
sacrificing quality, if it is to keep its 
rightful place in the general economy of 
the country.- This has and is being 
achieved through new methods and 
materials, but perhaps of more import- 
ance are the achievements in new 
machines capable of dealing faster and 
more efficiently with both the traditional 
and modern methods of building. 

A walk around Olympia this year 
serves to stress once again how well the 
manufacturers of plant and equipment 
have risen to the occasion. There are 
many new items of plant and equipment. 
Hardly less significant are the many ‘ old 
friends,’ which biennially appear in 
basic form plus some rather exciting 
modification, brought about by changing 
conditions, research, suggestions from 
users and so on. 

There is also the constantly changing 
field of development in other industries, 
which is reflected in the availability of 
machines specifically for builders and 
contractors yet containing the benefits 
and advances of science generally. The 
choice between water and air-cooled 
engines, for example, is now near 
universal, and indeed a wider choice now 
exists for many machines. 

MESSRS. EDWARD BENTON & CO. LTD. 
(stand M 332/33) have introduced the 
new ‘Creteangle" mixer, particularly 
suitable for site work, both for wet and 
dry mixing. It can be supplied powered 
by electricity, diesel, petrol, vaporising 
oil or belt drive. Standard models have 
ample power for dealing with concrete 
mortar and similar mixes. For more 
viscous materials there is a heavy duty 
range with larger power and gear units. 
With this wide choice of power unit in 
the industry, mechanised work becomes 
possible in almost any part of the world. 

It would be difficult to determine 
which item of the contractor’s plant has 
done most to revolutionise work, but it 
is certainly true to say that high in the 
list must be rated concrete mixers. There 
are representative models on view at 
Olympia from all the many old friends 
in this field and I only wish that it were 
possible to mention them all by name 
and model. For the small job, a 
manually operated cement mixer, the 
‘Tom Mix,’ is introduced on stand 773 
by THOMAS HAYWOOD & SONS LTD. 
Claimed to reduce the inconvenience and 
messiness of hand mixing in confined 
spaces, it has a drum capacity of 1} cu. 
ft. It weighs 14 cwt. and thus can be 
easily handled by one man, the mix being 
tipped into barrow or direct on to the 
site. The drum can be locked in both 
mixing and tipping positions. 

As long ago as 1727 ‘earth drawers’ 
were used to move large quantities of 
muck when General Wade planned forts 
and military roads through the Highlands 
of Scotland. It is recorded that a trench 
ten feet long was sunk behind a space 
of earth twelve feet wide, and three small 
ship's anchors bolted on a draw-bar were 

- dragged by four horses across the earth 
to be removed. This was followed by an 


iron-bound scoop with similar horse 
draught. By this method 36 cu. yds. of 
earth could be removed in an hour. How 
the General’s eyes would have brightened 
and his plans quickened, had he only a 
part of the wonderful display of earth- 
moving equipment available today! 

Last June many of us were privileged 
to see such equipment at work digging 
huge holes, scraping tremendous hollows 
and clawing their way through bush, 
scrub, top and sub-soil on part of the 25- 
acre area utilised for the Building Plant 
Exhibition organised by the Ministry of 
Works. At Olympia similar machines are 
strangely silent today. One can clamber 
over and around most of them, can work 
the controls, but unlike the show at 
Greenford in June, demonstrations on 
the spot are out of the question. 

Such is the record in this field, that 
any newcomer to the range of earth- 
moving machines must measure up to a 
high standard. MASSEY-FERGUSON (GREAT 
BRITAIN) LTD. (stand E 459), are display- 
ing for the first time in Great Britain the

new industrial power-unit, the 702, com- 
plete with the equally new hydraulic 
controlled 702 shovel and 710 digger. 
The tractor itself is of robust design, 
diesel driven and develops considerable 
power. Designed exclusively for it, the 
new 702 shovel is ideal for building or 
civil engineering sites. There is a range 
of alternative attachments available; 
standard material, 4 cu. yd. and land- 
scape buckets, angledozer, jib, scarifier 
and fork lift attachment. 

The new 710 Digger attachment 
interested me greatly. There is an 
adjustment which enables the digger to 
be fitted on either side of the frame or 
in the centre, thus permitting the digging 
of deep trenches alongside walls, fences 
or other obstructions. There is a range 
of buckets including trench, clay, utility 
and shovel. This seems to me to be a 
worthy newcomer. 

MILLS SCAFFOLD CO. LTD. (stand G 438) 
are exhibiting for the first time in this 
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country the Pecco beam floor centre. 
This all-steel horizontal shoring can be 
hired or purchased. It is easily erected, 
stripped and transported. The beam con- 
sists of two basic parts; a lattice section 
and a plate section, the plate telescoping 
into the lattice section. Spans from 
8 ft. 6 in. to 27 ft. 7 in. are possible. Com- 
ponents can be assembled near their 
position and then placed on supports, 
inners being telescoped into outers to 
required span. Wedge locks are 
tightened, spans are lifted and positioned 
at predetermined intervals. Although 
new to this countrv, the Pecco beam 
floor is widely used abroad. There would 
appear to be a definite place for it here. 

We hear so much about reinforced cou- 
crete to-day that any new development in 
this sector must instantly be considered. 
KWIKFORM LTD (stand G 439), are showing 
the new Kwikform adjustable column 
form. This is a revolutionary device for 
cheapening and simplifying form-work 
erection for reinforced concrete columns. 
The fact that the equipment is already in 
use by a number of large contractors is 
proof positive of the success of this 
venture. 

The constant exhortations from some 
sources to ‘ build-upwards,’ bring with 
them problems concerning the ‘ modus 
operandi.’ For the many taller jobs there 
is already a fairly wide choice of cranes 
and the like. So far as the smaller type 
of job is concerned, where eventual height 
is not such as to bring in some of the 
bigger cranes economically, I believe 
there is a need for more choice in the 
matter of equipment. I have a feeling 
that A.C.E. MACHINERY LTD. (stand 319/20), 
are contributing to this problem by the 
introduction of the Skymaster Mark Two 
passenger goods hoist. Erection is 
simple. The equipment embodies a pre- 
fabricated hoist tower of minimum basic 
components and special light weight 
square tubular steel cage guides. The 
model which was on display at Olympia 
had a capacity of 12 men or 1 ton of 
materials and was suitable for 75 ft. lift 
free standing on ballast base or bolted 
to reinforced concrete foundation, 207 ft. 
supported at landing level. For those 
who perhaps may not be in the market to 
purchase such equipment, one hopes that 
hiring may possibly be the answer for an 
‘occasional’ contract requiring this type 
of lift. 

I was impressed by a new type of mixer 
introduced by FREDERICK PARKER LTD. 
(stand P 316/7). This new machine has 
rotating paddles for mixing, which give 
a 10 cu. ft. batch output every 30 seconds. 
This corresponds to the output of a 
normal mixer twice the size. Semi-dry 
and lean mixes, also stabilised soil can 
be mixed. 

On the stand of BRITISH EQUIPMENT CO. 
LTD. (stand 323), my eye caught sight of 
the Skil Recipro saw. This is another 
debut in this country. The novel recipro- 
cating blade of the saw allows its use in 
awkward corners and confined spaces. It 
is particularly suitable for pocket cuts. 
While on the subject of saws and wood 
working machinery generally, I must say 
that the display by the exhibitors of this 
section (stands Y 360-U 399 ‘ Empire 
Hall") was almost awe inspiring. It is

many years since I handled wood in the 
workshops and at that time the choice of 
machinery was extremely limited. That 
I am silent on the many niachines at 
Olympia is because I feel certain that 
expert opinions will do more justice to 
them than I could in the several journals 
published more specifically for this sec- 
tion of the industry. 

Air compressors have done a great deal 
in helping towards greater productivity 
in building and civil engineering. Al- 
though a number of the smaller type com- 
pressors have been available and have 
worked successfully for some years, I 
believe that this field is still limited. It 
was therefore with a degree of pleasure 
that on stand 761/2, HYMATIC ENGINEER- 
ING CO. LTD., I found among other ex- 
hibits the new Model 90E100 electrically- 
driven Hydrovane air compressor which 
powers four light pneumatic hammer 
drills or one heavy concrete breaker. Yet 
this item of equipment can be moved with 
ease around buildings under construction, 
negotiating the average doorway comfort- 
ably. 

WITLOR LTD. (stand E 463/4/5), 
showing the Arley 
hydraulic light crane. First exhibited at 
Green in June last, this is another 
newcomer which did not receive much 
publicity at the time due to the dispute 
in the printing industry. This Arley 
mobile crane is coupled to a Fordson 
Major tractor, the wheels of the crane 
attachment being connected to the steer- 
ing wheels, thus enabling loads to be 
placed accurately, and through its 
hydraulic system the operator has perfect 
control of the load. Loads up to 15 cwts. 
can be lifted with a discharge height of 
22 ft. 6 in. under the lifting hook. Con- 
nection to the tractor takes 15 minutes 
and disconnection the same time. The 
tractor can therefore be used for other 
work at short notice.

Already some producers have reduced 
brick-handling charges as a result of the 
greater quantities so handled. Evidence 
of the increasing demand for banding was 
to be seen in a number of trucks for 
handling into and out of lorries. On 
stand 461, H. C. SLINGSBY, LTD., featured 
their ‘ Brictruk ’ for the handling of pack- 
aged bricks, etc. MESSRS. F. H. BOURNER 
& CO (ENGINEERS) LTD., stand 260, intro- 
duced the Spit cartridge-operated fixing 
tool. This small tool, which fires power 
pins up to 5/16 in. diameter through the 
same barrel, uses foolproof quick loading 
and automatic ejection methods. There 
is a new magnetic action to prevent the 
tool from being fired accidentally. There 
are also three separate mechanical pro- 
cesses which prevent firing, unless the 
flash-guard is in position and the tool 
pressed firmly against the receiving sur- 
face. Danger of ricochet is obviated as 
a result of the design of the tool being 
such that it will not fire if held at an 
angle of 7° or more out of square to the 
receiving surface. 

Hazards of damp weather, drilling on 
concrete and inadequate wiring systems, 
are eliminated with the double insulated 
general and heavy duty drills, types DI- 
K2c/DI-K17c/DI/K3c. These new drills 
were found on the stand of WOLF ELECc- 
TRIC TOOLS LTD. (stand 305/6). ‘ On-site’ 
drilling work can be undertaken with 
these tools with complete safety in the 
worst conditions. 

I suppose it is natural to think par- 
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ticularly of the ‘new’ building when 
visiting Olympia. Yet, one should 
remember the many alterations and addi- 
tions, not forgetting the vast volume of 
property maintenance, particularly with 
the higher rents now prevailing and the 
consequent necessity for proper upkeep. 
With this latter point in mind, I was 
impressed by the Skarsten re-pointing 
equipment on stand 820 and made by 
SKARSTEN MANUFACTURING CO, LTD. The 
3-in-1 scraper is all-steel and is provided 
with a two-ended bit, one end fitting 
between the bricks for scraping out old, 
loose mortar. The other end is a cold 
chisel for chipping off hard stuff. Addi- 
tional power is derived from the hammer- 
action handle and this is also the motive 
force for the third use of the tool—for 
boring holes in brick and concrete walls, 
etc. 

I found the accompanying repointing 
container extremely interesting. This 
holds approximately 14 pints of mortar 
and is equipped with six different course 
designs. The course designer (at the 
bottom of the box-like container) is a 
sliding fit between the bricks and is easily 
changed. By a handle operated from the 
front the mortar is ejected into the course 
and, as the repointing container is moved 
sideways, the course is filled and moulded 
to the required design. The side handle 
is so constructed that it can be transferred 
to the opposite side for a left-handed 
operator. Both vertical and horizontal 
joints can be dealt with.

The stand of Ajax ARCHITECTURAL PRO- 
pucts Ltp, is constructed from various 
aluminium extrusions from the company’s 
range of sections, each of which forms a com- 
plementary component in its own particular 
system. The dominant feature is the glass- 
span curtain wall which comprises structural 
rear and decorative facing sections.

Law Report 


Moth Infestation in Flats not due to Felt Pads in Flooring 


Queen's Bench Division. Before Mr. 

Justice Gorman. Southwark BC v. 
Wm. Moss & Sons, Ltd., and Howes & 
Jackman. 
A CLAIM FOR DAMAGES by Southwark 
Borough Council against the builders and 
architects of council flats at the Penrose- 
street Estate, Southwark, was dismissed 
in the Queen’s Bench Division on Novem- 
ber 20. The council alleged breach of 
contract and negligence against William 
Moss & Sons, Ltd., builders, of Lough- 
borough, Leics., and Messrs. Howes and 
Jackman, FF/RIBA, architects, of Grays 
Inn, WC. The allegations were denied 
by both defendants. 

The council also claimed indemnity 
against any claims from tenants that 


might arise as a result of alleged breaches 
and negligence by the defendants. 

The action arose out of the discovery 
of moth infestation in the floors of the 
living rooms in the flats. The council 
contended that felt pads used in the con- 
struction of the floors were infested when 
installed, and that the defendants should 
have ensured that the pads were not 
defective. Defendants denied that the 
pads were moth-infested when installed, 
and also pleaded that nothing was said in 
the contracts for the work about moth 
proofing. 

Giving judgment, Mr. Justice Gorman 
said he could not accept that the felt 
pads had been moth-infested when 
installed, or when the building was com- 


Assurance to City on Markets Scheme 


No Interference with Historic Rights 


A LETTER from the Ministry of Agriculture 
read at the meeting of the Court of Com- 
mon Council of the City of London, on 
November 19, stated that the Lord Mayor 
had been given an assurance that the 
establishment of a London Horticultural 
Markets Consultative Committee would 
not affect the City Corporation’s rights 
and powers relating to their market at 
Spitalfields. 

The recent proposal of the Government 
to set up a Covent Garden Market Autho- 
rity was received with concern and appre- 
hetision by the City, who have charter 
rights as the market authority in London 
and an area around. To seek clarification 
of the proposal the Lord Mayor and a 
deputation from the Corporation waited 
on the Prime Minister on November 11. 

Although the Government’s scheme 
would require the corporation and others 
to bring before the committee any pro- 
posals for substantial alterations to their 
market, the Ministry’s letter said, it was 
not intended to give the committee any 
executive powers. 

The Lord Mayor, it was stated, was also 
given an assurance that the Government 
did not intend the Covent Garden Market 
Authority to have powers giving it rights 
over Spitalfields market or permit it to 
acquire Spitalfields or any other market. 
The proposals were not intended as any 
derogation of the City’s historic position 
as a market authority. 

The letter said it was the Minister’s 
intention to establish a Covent Garden 
Market Authority and a Bill would be 
introduced shortly. 


Property Acquisitions 


Two property acquisition schemes— 
both purchases by agreement involving 
more than £160,000—were approved by 
the Court. 


The first was the purchase. for £137,500 
of St. Andrew’s House, 32 Holborn- 


viaduct, and 1 to 3 St. Andrew-street. 
The premises are programmed for de- 
velopment in 1961/62 and will be re- 
quired for demolition in connection with 
the improvement of the southern half of 
Holborn-circus. 


The Corporation will also pay £30,000 
for 187 and 188 Upper Thames-street— 
premises which will be required for major 
road widening proposals in Upper 
Thames-street in connection with the pro- 
vision of a new traffic route from Black- 
friars-bridge to Tower-hill. 

Conditional permission was granted for 
the following proposed developments: 

25 and 26 West Smithfield and 14 to 21 
Hosier-lane—use of first floor for re- 
search and development laboratories in 
lieu of factory (Union International Co., 
Ltd., 14 West Smithfield, EC1). 


1 to 7 Drapers-gardens and 8 Copthall- 
avenue—new office building (Messrs. 
Joseph, Kings Bench-walk, EC4). 

Adelaide House, London Bridge—erec- 
tion of an additional storey (eighth floor) 
together with roof structures (Messrs. 
Gunton and Gunton, Empire House, St. 
Martin-le-Grand, EC).

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pleted. He based this conclusion 
evidence he had heara about the 
span of the common household moth. 

It would not be right to say that 
Messrs. Howes and Jackman should have 
had in mind the risk of moth-infesta- 
tion mn the pads. There was no substance 
in any of the allegations against the 
architects, and he found that no damage 
occasioned to the council had been due 
to any fault on their part. 

There had been no allegations against 
William Moss and Sons Ltd. on the 
matters of design or construction, but it 
had been alleged that they had used 
materials other than those specified by 
the council. In fact the materials in 
question had not been _procurable. 
Further, there had been nothing in the 
contract that referred to moth-proofing 
of the pads or to the use of moth-proof 
pads. Therefore no obligation rested on 
the builders. The cases against both 
defendants thus failed. 

Judgment was entered for 
defendant against the plaintiffs, 
costs. 

Judgment was also entered for William 
Moss & Sons Ltd., against the plaintiffs 
on a counterclaim for £3,314, being the 
balance of payment outstanding for work 
done by the defendants for the council. 
The amount had been agreed.

Institute’s Annual Dinner

Watson, paid tribute to the Institute for 
the valuable work it had done and in par- 
ticular to the organisation of the success- 
fu! week-end schools where the level of 
well-informed discussion and exchange of 
ideas were a valuable contribution to 
municipal management.

He was im- 
pressed too by the quality of the Insti- 
tute’s official publication. He spoke of 
its value to everyone concerned in muni- 
cipal management.

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Week in Parliament 


From Our Own Correspondent 


Piccadilly Circus 
Controversy 


STRONG CRITICISM of the development 
proposals for the northern sector of Pic- 
cadilly Circus was made in both Houses 
cf Parliament on November 17. In the 
Commons MR. KENNETH ROBINSON de- 
scribed them as vulgar and unimagina- 
tive. In the Lords, LORD CONISFORD, ask- 
ing if the Government had ascertained 
why the LCC had completely abandoned 
their own proposals for the sake ‘of 
this unspeakable building’ said no other 
nation in Europe would permit ‘this 
prostitution of the centre of their Capi- 
tal.’ 

MR. HENRY BROOKE, Minister of Hous- 
ing and,Local Government, explained that 
he was anxious that the development 
should go forward on wise lines but it 
was impossible to redevelop simul- 
taneously an area much of which prob- 
ably had many years tostand. The Royal 
Fine Art Commission had made two 
criticisms, one of which the LCC met. 

MR. GRESHAM COOKE said the Commis- 
sion at least disapproved of the architec- 
tural treatment of the building. A lot of 
people were concerned at the idea of a 
12-storey building on the north side of 
Piccadilly Circus. 

MR. BROOKE said he was not anxious to 
take these matters out of the hands of the 
local planning authority. Planning, on 
the whole, was best done by the local 
authority although decisions gave rise to 
controversy. The point which the Com- 
mission actively disapproved of was a 
minor one—that they thought there ought 
not to be blank spaces left for the dis- 
play of advertisements but that the adver- 
tisements should, as it were, cover the 
windows and the general features of 
the building. He added: ‘I understand 
the LCC have informed the developers 
that permission will be given subject to 
certain conditions. If the LCC could 
solve this problem satisfactorily I am not 
anxious to take what would be the very 
exceptional step of intervening.’ 

After MR. BEVAN had commented that 
opinion would seem to favour planned 
development satisfactory to national sen- 
timent, MR. BROOKE said he was in touch 
with the LCC on the general issue of 
whether the whole area could be rede- 
veloped on an integrated basis. He would 
give MR. BEVAN the assurance that the 
building in process of being approved by 
the LCC was generally in line with the 
model showing the whole layout of the 
surroundings of Piccadilly Circus. 


Public Inquiry Announced 


The controversy over the Monico site 
in Piccadilly took another turn on 
November 20 when a statement from the 
Ministry of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment announced that a public inquiry is 
to be held into the proposed development 
there. The statement, mentioning the dis- 
quiet aroused by the picture of a pro- 
posed building which if erected would 


be a prominent feature of the new Pic- 
cadilly Circus, said the circumstances 
were such that it did not seem to Mr. 
Henry Brooke that all the issues involved 
could be sufficiently clarified and venti- 
lated except at a public inquiry. 

‘In order to secure a public inquiry 
for this purpose, he proposed to call in the 
planning application,’ said the statement. 
‘When he has received the report of the 
inquiry which will be arranged as early 
as possible, he will give a decision on 
the application himself. The Minister, 
like the LCC, recognises that this is an 
area of London in whose redevelopment 
the public, not only in London but 
throughout the country and Common- 
wealth, naturally has a particularly close 
interest.” 

There was a flurry of activity at the 
House of Commons after the question- 
time exchanges on November 17. After a 
meeting between MPs and representatives 
of the Anti-Ugly Action Group of the 
Royal College of Art on November 19, it 
was arranged for an all-party deputation 
of MPs to see Mr. Brooke on November 
24. The deputation was expected to con- 
sist of three Conservatives—Sir Hamilton 
Kerr, Mr. Hugh Molson (the former 
Minister of Works), and Mr. Robert 
Cooke; three Labour MPs—Dr. Barnett 
Stross, Mr. Kenneth Robinson and Mr. 
George Strauss, and Mr. Grimond, the 
Liberal leader. This issue was also listed 
to be the subject of the half-hour adjourn- 
ment debate on November 26 to be ini- 
tiated by Mr. Robinson. 


Hospital Building, 
Scotland 


MR. JOHN MACLAY, Secretary of State for 
Scotland, stated on November 16 (as 
briefly announced in our last issue) that 
capital expenditure on hospital building 
in Scotland would be £3.2m. in 1960-61 
and £3.9m. in 1961-62. He announced 
the following new projects: 

(1) At the Royal Infirmary of Edin- 
burgh, a new out-patient department and 
casualty accommodation and _ other 
specialised facilities. 

(2) At the Western General Hospital, 
Edinburgh, a new out-patient and 
casualty department, the first stage in the 
reconstruction of the old part of this 
hospital. 

(3) At the Western Infirmary, Glasgow, 
a new out-patient and casualty depart- 
ment together with in-patient accom- 
modation for casualties and orthopaedic 
patients. 

(4) At Glasgow Royal Infirmary, new 
specialised facilities for treatment and re- 
search, new accommodation for some of 
the professorial departments, and a new 
ophthalmological department. 

(5) A mew unit at  Foresterhill, 
Aberdeen, beside the existing hospitals 
there, which would contain mainly addi- 
tional surgical beds and _ operating 
theatres. 
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Design Consultants for 
New Post Offices 


WHEN the Post Office Bill was read a 
second time on November 13, MR. BEVINS, 
Postmaster-General, said about £33m. of 
capital expenditure during 1960 and 1961 
and to the middle of 1962 covered new 
buildings and the improvement of exist- 
ing buildings.: Over the years, postal 
buildings had had to take second place, 
but they expected to start 50 major Post 
Office buildings in this financial year, 59 
next year and 70 in 1961-62. 

He outlined the work of the joint 
development group and said that new 
buildings at Altrincham and Hitchin 
would cost only about half that of a 
building designed to previous conven- 
tional standards. He would certainly 
aim to get building costs down all round. 
In fact, an upper cost limit had already 
been set for telephone exchanges and they 
intended to introduce others as quickly 
as they could. They had asked four well- 
known design consultants to plan 
modernisation schemes for six Post Offices 
—three in London and three in the pro- 
vinces. When the Post Office had taken 
stock of these experiments, they would 
te able to see how to improve their older 
buildings. 


Council House Building 


OPPOSITION MPS prodded the Minister of 
Housing vigorously on November 17 
about council house building. They were 
highly critical of the present policy and 
situation and in a series of questions de- 
manded that something more should be 
done, and quickly, too. Typical of their 
requests was one asking what action Mr. 
Brooke would take to increase the num- 
ber of municipal houses under construc- 
tion in those areas where the need was 
evident. 

Said MR. BROOKE: ‘I do not think local 
authorities require encouragement to 
recognise their duty. They are well 
aware of the needs and are doing their 
best to meet them.’ At this mr. 
SWINGLER said that in many parts of the 
country, apart from slum clearance, no 
council houses were being built. What 
was the Minister doing as he was ‘the 
chief stumbling block.’ 

MR. BROOKE recommended any local 
authority which wanted to build houses 
and felt they could not do so without fix- 
ing the rents too high to review rents of 
all existing houses to see that they were 
not unnecessarily paying out subsidy. 

When MR. F. ALLAUN asked what the 
Minister proposed to do to reverse the 
fall in council house building, MR. BROOKE 
replied: ‘45 more local authorities had 
houses under construction or in tenders 
approved at September 30, 1959, than 
was the case two years earlier. The 
number of council houses under construc- 
tion is not falling. It is, in fact, 17,000 
more than it was a year ago.” 

MR. LIPTON asked what assistance the 
Minister gave to local authorities in the 
London County Council and elsewhere to 
provide houses and flats when these were 
required, in addition to those already 
being provided. 
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MR. BROOKE wrote in reply: * The basic 
housing subsidies available to housing 
authorities in England and Wales are 
£22 Is. Od. per dwelling for slum clear- 
ance purposes; £24 for “ overspill ” build- 
ing for the relief of congested or over- 
crowded areas; and £10 for one-bedroom 
dwellings provided for general needs. 
These subsidies are payable annually for 
sixty years. Higher rates of subsidy are 
available towards the extra cost of build- 
ing flats in high blocks. In addition, 
special subsidies are payable for the de- 
velopment of sites which are abnormally 
expensive.’ 

In other answers MR. BROOKE said that 
47 local authorities had received in- 
creased subsidies for housing to meet 
special needs under the provisions of Sec- 
tion 6 of the Housing (Financial Pro- 
visions) Act, 1958. Over 5,000 dwellings 
were involved. Local authorities were 
free to decide for themselves how much 
of their house building should be devoted 
to slum clearance. 

MR. AMORY, Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, in a written reply on November 
17 said he did not think it would be right 
to insulate local authorities from the 
effects of prevailing levels of interest 
rates. 


Green Belts to be 
Preserved 


THE GREEN BELTS are to be preserved. 
‘This major policy decision has already 
been taken,’ said SIR KEITH JOSEPH, Par- 
liamentary Secretary to the Ministry of 
Housing and Loca! Government, on 
November 20 when replying to a debate 
on industrial development and the preser- 
vation of the countryside. 

He declared that that policy was firm, 
although nothing in life could be abso- 
lute and there were obvious considera- 
tions that sametimes must lead to 
development in green belts. He had dis- 
covered in his short time at the Ministry 
that it was a quick way to become un- 
popular but they intended to preserve the 
green belts. They would not succeed 
unless enough land was allocated outside 
the green belts to meet new needs. This 
was the greatest challenge to the local 
pianning authorities, to allow develop- 
ment within their areas without achiev- 
ing subtopia or suburbanisation. Perhaps 
they would have to consider a greater 
density within the built up areas. 

MPs passed the following motion which 
Sir K. Joseph said the Government would 
accept: 

‘That this House, bearing in mind the 
heavy and continued demands being made 
upon the countryside by new industry, by 
motor roads, by power stations and power 
lines, by reservoirs and by the spread of 
new housing; and recognising that such 
development is essential and likely to con- 
tinue at a rapid rate for some years, urges 
the Government to make a fresh appraisal 
of forthcoming demands, and to stimu- 
late by every suitable means through 
industry, planning authorities, professional 
bodies and voluntary institutions higher 
standards of siting and design within the 
English landscape. 

MR. WILLIAM DEEDES, the mover, said 
the motion was not the rearguard action 
of a diehard preservationist. The coun- 
tryside could no longer be divided into 
the useful and the beautiful: the two had 


to coincide and that was the challenge of 
teday to engineers, architects and 
planners. 

MR. DAVID PRICE Said building would 
have to go upwards not outwards. Dr. 
B/RNETT STROSS Said planning should be 
left in the hands of the larger local 
authorities. Delegation led to mistakes. 
MR. RAWLINSON wanted to ensure that the 
Minister was aware of the great depth of 
feeling about maintaining the green belt 
around London. SIR K. JOSEPH said the 
landscape was their inheritance and they 
must reconcile the needs of industry with 
the preservation of the best of the coun- 
tryside. They must assess the likely 
demand on the countryside, including the 
demand that would become more 
clamorous for more playground and 
recreation spaces and for spaces of 
scenic beauty, and they must do all they 
could to ensure the use of the greatest 
skill in the design and siting of all new 
developments. 

What could be done on housing? Last 
year the Minister opened the RIBA con- 
ference *‘ Design pays’ and he had it in 
mind to ask the RIBA how he could best 
follow up this scheme. The Minister 
was not content to leave the speech he 
made to that conference as his only 
endeavour. He intended to bring the out- 
look that ‘ design pays’ to the notice of 
private house builders, particularly the 
small ones, since the large ones, not 
always but often satisfied admirably all 
aesthetic requirements of the landscape. 

The Minister considered that more 
could be done in all country development 
by the use of landscape architects. They 
should be consulted at the earliest stage 
of development and should be included 
in the designers of all large scale pro- 
jects. He hoped all planning authorities 
would provide themselves with landscape 
advice and he would like to see land- 
scape architecture included in the train- 
ing of architects and town planners. 


Design of Motorways 


MR. JOHN HAY, Parliamentary Secretary, 
Ministry of Transport, intervened during 
the debate on industrial development 
and the preservation of the countryside 
to explain what they were doing to ensure 
that motorways did not mar the rural 
scene. He said that the planning of 
motorways had to reconvile engineering 
considerations with the demand for agri- 
cultural land and the rights of private 
property. 

Roads had to be produced that fitted 
into the landscape and made a positive 
aesthetic contribution. Compromise was 
inevitable. The Government’s policy was 
to limit the requirement for agricultural 
land to an absolute minimum. The 
London-Yorkshire motorway’s dual three- 
lane carriageway took up 30 acres of land 
a mile. That meant that a rather more 
spacious lay-out could not be adopted. 
M1 had been constructed on the principle 
of harmonising the line of the road with 
the surrounding landscape. 

MR. W. DEEDES, Opening the debate, had 
said that the major item in harmony of 
industry and countryside was the. motor- 
way. The Royal Fine Art Commission 
had shown special concern and had 
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pressed that landscape architects should 
work with the engineers from the outset. 
Too often the architect was called in too 
late, simply to powder the subject’s nose 
when its features had been irreparably 
damaged. Better design of motorways 
was not only aethetically satisfactory 
but often safer, too. 

MR. DAVID PRICE said the new Staines 
Bridges had been designed by a grossly 
overrated architect, Sir E. Lutyens. The 
historical association of the area was 
Magna Carta and the style of bridge build- 
ing, then was mud, wood and wattle, not 
Lutyens’s smug latter-day Victorianism. 
If they were not prepared to have a bridge 
of mud, wood and wattle, why should 
there not be a bridge of modern design 
taking in the advances of new material 
with a clean span? 

THE PARLIAMENTARY SECRETARY Said the 
Landscape Advisory Committee on Trunk 
Roads had done extremely good work on 
the landscaping problems of motorways. 
The Royal Fine Art Commission was 
principally concerned with the bridges, 
flyovers and underpasses. With their 
help they were trying to avoid the trivial 
and pretty-pretty, the mock Tudor and 
ersatz rustic. On Ml they had adopted 
the advice of the landscape committee 
on tree planting. 

There was a little argument going on 
about the collaboration between archi- 
tects and some of the other technicians 
which at the moment was being con- 
sidered by the Landscaping Committee. 
He hoped they would come to a conclu- 
sion about it fairly soon. The Ministry 
tried to ensure that all the most highly 
qualified people were consulted at the 
Start. 


Other Business 
The Brick Shortage 


MRS. JOYCE BUTLER asked the Minister 
of Housing and Local Government on 
November 17 what was the number of 
local authority housing schemes delayed 
by the shortage of bricks. 

MR. BROOKE: ‘The number must be 
very small, because out of some 1,500 
local housing authorities in England and 
Wales only 17 have made any representa- 
tions about shortage of bricks, and not all 
of these had current. schemes held up.’ 


Water Shortage 


In a statement on water shortage on 
November 17, MR. BROOKE, Minister of 
Housing and Local Government, said: 
‘This has been the driest summer for 
over 200 years. Nevertheless, four/ fifths 
of all the water undertakings in England 
and Wales came through the exceptional 
drought without having to impose restric- 
tions on the use of water. I have made 
51 local orders authorising temporary 
emergency arrangements under the Water 
Act, 1958, and other applications are 
before me. 

‘The position would have been much 
more difficult this summer but for the 
substantial capital expenditure on water 
schemes over the past few years. The 
1958 Act also proved timely. The prime 
remedy for local water shortage is further 
capital expenditure, and it is and will 
continue to be the Government's policy 
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All Saints Church, Hastings, mainly 14th century but contains 
older walling, part prehistoric, With passage of time the penetra- 


tion of water through the walls has 


become more prevalent, 


resulting in the usual decay and fungus. Water penetration has 


been stopped with prI-siu silicone solution. 
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Highway overpass after a rain storm. 
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to authorise this in the places where it is 
most needed.’ 

He added: ‘A national water grid 
would be an expensive way of supplying 
water. What we now need to do is to 
review all we have learned from this 
year’s drought and make sure that future 
capital expenditure is laid out in the right 
places and in the best way.’ 


Control of Broiler Houses 


MR. BROOKE asked members on Novem- 
ber 17 to wait a little longer for a state- 
ment on the subject of bringing broiler 
houses under planning control. MR. Jj. 
HALL said many local authorities respon- 
sible for areas of some scenic beauty were 
alarmed about the development of factory 
buildings which were exempt from the 
provisions of town and country planning 
legislation. Would Mr. Brooke hasten 
discussions with the Minister of Agri- 
culture? 

MR. BROOKE said he would, but Mr. Hall 
had rather simplified the problem by re- 
ferring to factory buildings. These were 
buildings of an agricultural character and 
up to now these had been free from plan- 
ning control. ‘An important principle is 
involved here,’ he said, ‘and we want to 
find the right solution.’ 


Replacement of Sub-Standard Houses 


MR. S. AWBERY asked the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government on 
November 16 how many sub-standard 
houses were in occupation in the country; 
and how long it would take to replace 
them at the present speed of building 
having regard to the number of dwel- 
ling houses falling into this category 
annually. 

MR. BROOKE: ‘In 1955 it was estimated 
that there were about 875,000 unfit houses 
in England and Wales. By the end of 
this year about 200,000 of them will have 
been demolished or closed, About 60,000 
houses are being dealt with each year, 
which means that in 10 years’ time all 
slums should have been cleared, save in 
the most difficult areas. Henceforward 
the number of houses falling into the 
unfit category year by year is likely to 
be small, owing to the combined effect 
ot the Rent Act and the improvement 
grants scheme.’ 


Sale of Motor Vehicles 


SIR KEITH JOSEPH, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary, Ministry of Housing and Local 
Government, announced on November 17 
that the Minister had concluded that 
some further control was needed over the 
use of ordinary shops for the sale of 
motor vehicles. He was now considering 
amending the Town and Country Plan- 
ning (Use Classes) Order, 1950, for this 
purpose. 

* Hitherto planning authorities have not 
been able to curb the growth of these car- 
marts, and Mr. Brooke will be able to 
deal with the matter by adding the sale 
of cars and motor cycles to the list of 
trades for which the Order prescribes that 
planning permission must be obtained.’ 

He also stated that the problem of road 
congestion in council estates by private 
cars of tenants was a matter that came 


within the general review of housing 
standards now being undertaken by a 
sub-committee of the Central Housing 
Advisory Committee. No subsidies were 
provided for garages on council estates. 


Thermal Insulation Standards 


MR. NABARRO asked the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government on 
November 17 whether his advisory com- 
mittee had yet approved the final terms 
of the revised and strengthened model 
building by-law dealing with domestic 
thermal insulation. 

SIR KEITH JOSEPH, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary: ‘A new model by-law providing for 
higher standards of thermal insulation of 
domestic buildings has been prepared in 
consultation with the local authority asso- 
ciations and the professional and trade 
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bodies who are normally consulted in 
these matters. The Minister will shortly 
be recommending local authorities to 
adopt it.” He added that the new model 
by-laws would provide more stringent 
conditions in regard to their values than 
those laid down centrally in Scotland. 


Private Street Works 


Pressed about the investigation into 
private street works, SIR K. JOSEPH, Parlia- 
mentary Secretary, Ministry of Housing 
and Local Government, said on Novem- 
ber 17 that a departmental survey was in 
hand based on information now being col- 
lected from all street work authorities. 
The subject was complex and it would 
take some time to decide whether any 
changes in the law would be desirable 
or practicable. 


Holidays-with-Pay Scheme 


Builder Fined for Fraudulent Conversion 


A BOURNEMOUTH BUILDER who admitted 
attempting to obtain from the company 
which administers the building industry’s 
holidays-with-pay scheme sums totalling 
almost £450, said at Bournemouth on 
October 27 that he had had no criminal 
intention and had lost about £400 
through the transaction. He was George 
Oswald Clapcott, of Tregonwell-road, and 
he pleaded ‘Guilty’ to attempting to 
obtain sums of £88 15s. 3d. and 
£359 5s. 6d. from the Building and Civil 
Engineering Holidays Scheme Manage- 
ment Ltd. by falsely pretending that 
certain building operatives had been 
employed by him when they took their 
holidays and were paid by him the sums 
shown on their holiday cards. 

He was fined £50 for each offence, and 
on the second was ordered to pay £3 6s. 
costs and an advocate’s fee of £15 L5s. 
Mr. P. Smith, prosecuting, said the 
defendant was a building contractor in 
a ‘fair way of business.’ 

Building employers bought holiday 
stamps from the management company, 
and the stamps were put on the work- 
men’s cards which the men took with 
them when they changed jobs. When a 
man took a _ holiday with pay his 
employer paid the man the value of the 
stamps on his card, and was reimbursed 
by the management company. In apply- 
ing for reimbursement an employer 
declared that the men named had been 
employed by him and had been paid the 
amounts for which he was claiming. 

In this case the certificates had been 
signed with defendant’s express 
authority, but in regard to a considerable 
number of the holiday cards the 
representations were false. Police 
investigations showed that about half of 
the cards related to men who had never 
been employed by the defendant, and in 
the case of about 15 per cent of the 
cards, the men had been paid substan- 
tially less than the amount claimed. 

Mr. Smith said that in the case of the 
majority of the bogus cards, the 
defendant met workmen in a_public- 
house in Poole and bought their cards. 
In some cases he gave the workmen the 


full face value, but in other cases gave 
less than full value. 

When it was put to him that the 
claims were fraudulent, he admitted 
what he had done was improper. He 
made a statement that he started buying 
the cards after the men approached him 
in the public-house, and that as they were 
out of work he thought he was doing 
them a kindness. Only one or two of 
the men were not paid the full value of 
the cards, said the statement, and he 
stopped buying the cards when the men 
began to pester him. He did not know 
any of the cards were stolen, said the 
statement, and realised what he had done 
was wrong but he never meant to defraud 
anyone. He was willing to compensate 
the men in full. 

In evidence, Clapcott said that all but 
two of the men from whom he bought 
cards had been paid the full value of the 
stamps, and these two would have been 
reimbursed to the full when he had 
received the money from the manage- 
ment company. 

In every case it had been the workmen 
who approached him to buy the cards, 
and he thought he was doing the men a 
good turn. He did not expect to get any- 
thing himself and in fact had lost about 
£400. He had never been in financial 
difficulties and his family had been in the 
building business in Bournemouth for 
over 90 years. 

For Clapcott, Mr. F. J. M. Gale said 
there was no evidence that he had any 
criminal intent. The Chairman, Mr. 
W. C. Street, announcing the fines, 
warned Clapcott that he could have been 
sent to prison.—From ‘ The Bournemouth 
Evening Echo.’

Operatives’ Claims 
Constitutional Amendment Notices Submitted to NJC 


THE NATIONAL FEDERATION of Building 
Trades Operatives has submitted to the 
National Joint Council, under rule 10(b) 
of the Joint Council’s Constitution and 
Rules, proposals for Constitutional 
Amendments which would have the fol- 
lowing effect : — 

(1) Wages.—A_ general 
wages of 4d. an hour. 

(2) Watchmen.—An increase in wages 
of 2s. per shift. 

(3) Dirty Work Money.—A prescription 
that extra payments under NWR 3A (c) 
shall be paid in all cases for a minimum 
of eight hours. 

(4) Extra Payments.—The prescription 
of new extra payments :— 

(a) Under NWR 3B—continuous 
extra skill or responsibility: 2d. per 
hour (above their present rate) for 
qualified bar benders and fixers when 
operating power-driven bending 
machines. 

(b) Under 


increase in 


NWR 3C-—lIntermittent 


responsibility: (i) 2d. per hour (above 
the labourers’ rate) for men employed 
and responsible for operating mechani- 
cal loader to concrete mixer; (ii) 2d. 
per hour (above the labourers’ rate) for 
tubular scaffolders when engaged on 
the erection of a suspended scaffold. 

(5) Card Stewards.—The addition to 
the Working Rule Agreement of new pro- 
visions covering the appointment and 
recognition of card stewards elected by 
the unions and the NFBTO. 

(6) Protection of Tools.—The incor- 
poration in the National Working Rule 
Agreement of new provisions on the sub- 
ject of protection of operatives’ tools, on 
the same lines as the present London 
Regional Rule. 

(7) London Travelling Rule.—A reduc- 
tion from four to two miles in the radius 
of the ‘ free area.’

THIS NEW CHURCH within the pre- 
cincts of the grotto at Lourdes, was 
required as a result of the enormous 
influx of visitors in recent years. 
Their numbers now run into millions 
a year, and the existing basilica above 
the grotto and the Church of the 
Rosary can only hold three or four 
thousand people. Numerous large 
gatherings take place on the Espla- 
nade, but it frequently rains at 
Lourdes and open-air ceremonies 
often cannot proceed according to 
plan. 

The church accommodates 20,000 
people who congregate around a 
central altar. The selected site is 
that portion of the precincts situated 
to the south of the Esplanade, be- 
tween the latter and the Boulevard 
of the Grotto. The desire to pre- 
serve the Massabielle site without 
any appreciable alteration and not to 
affect the architectural aspect of the 
sanctuaries, so familiar to millions 
of pilgrims, led the architects to con- 
sider the construction of an under- 
ground church or, rather, a ‘ buried ’ 
church built in an open excavation 
and provided with a roof covered by 
a fairly thin layer of turfed soil, 
thereby reinstating—though at a 
slightly elevated level—the green 
meadow that originally occupied the 
site. 

The roof is constructed of a series 
of r.c. portal frames, connected at 
the top by a central bracing beam 
and a continuous slab in the shape of 
a very flat dome. The portal frames 
radiate at right angles to the large 
circular arcs defining the periphery 
of the building. The lines of the 
portals are ‘ broken’ on plan, which 
has the visual result of constantly 
producing fresh angles and lines to 
the observer proceeding down the 
centre of the church or around the 
peripheral ambulatory. The roof is 
waterproofed by a single layer of re- 
inforced bitumen, incorporating a 
sheet of aluminium foil. The sur- 
rounding wall takes the form of a 
continuous concrete buttress behind 
steel sheet piling. The wall is vir- 
tually isolated from the roof, though 
it receives horizontal strutting beams 
from the ends of the portal frames. 
Additional anchorages are provided 
externally, to offset ground-water 
pressure. The floor is a lightly re- 
inforced slab resting directly on the 
ground. Construction was carried 
out by a combine of three firms, 
with Enterprises Campenon Bernard 
assuming control.

The Relationship Between Design and Productivity 


The first in a series of four discussion-lectures on ‘ The Relationship Between 
Design and Productivity,’ given at the TUC building, Gt. Russell-street, 
London, WC1, was introduced by Mr. Bryan Westwood, FRIBA, AA.Dip 


(Hons). 


The purpose of the Yerbury Foundation is an attempt to fill some 


of the gaps in the ordinary training of the architect by fostering post-graduate 
work, and by bringing together people from different sides of the industry 
in an attempt to clear some of the misunderstanding between them. This is 
done with the belief that the efficiency of architects means better, cheaper and 
quicker building, and therefore is of benefit to the whole community. This 
present series of lectures was brought about from an idea by Mr. Peter 


Trench, OBE, TD, BSc, FIOB, who was in the chair.

The Effect of Shape on Building Costs and Methods 
By A. G. Sheppard Fidler, MA, B.Arch, FRIBA, AMTPI 


VERY LITTLE BASIC INFORMATION is avail- 
able on the subject of the effect of shape 
on building costs and methods. C. N. 
Craig’s paper (1956) on ‘ Factors affecting 
economy in multi-storey flat design’ was 
an interesting study and stimulated a 
general interest among architects. 


The shape applied to a building does 
not operate ‘in vacuo’ but is influenced 
by other factors: materials and tech- 
niques; site conditions and land values; 
the number of blocks to be built (density 
and type of mechanisation); the degree 
of internal repetition of planning units; 
the extent of internal services and their 
economic use; the structural approach 
and system adopted; and outside con- 
trols (town planning, by-laws and sub- 
sidies). Some of these factors in combina- 
tion can negative any hope for advantage 
in adapting an economical shape for a 
building. Aside from these considerations, 
the height-shape relationship is an in- 
creasingly important factor in the control 
of cost. 


Since the war there has been greatly 
increased site mechanisation and prefabri- 
cation, due primarily to the rising cost of 
labour and the need to build quickly. 
Both for horizontal building (factories 
and schools) and for vertical building 
(multi-storey flats and offices), it is clear 
that repetition is the keynote of 
economy. 


Renewed interest in this principle 
shows that mechanisation does not work 
well with small plan breaks which are 
costly and slow to build. Simple shapes 
are economical, and in vertical building 
the nearer the plan approximates to the 
square the better (the saving here is on 
perimeter walling for an equivalent floor 
area). A square building is also intrin- 
sically stiffer to wind pressure and there- 
fore less costly from the structural point 
ot view. The taller the building the more 
the value of mechanisation depends on 
the speed of lifting elements and broadly 
speaking, the more plant there is on the 
site the more prefabrication in large ele- 
ments pays off. 


Turning to the question of housing, 
C. N. Craig’s paper shows that there was 
no systematic relationship of cost to 
height; the importance of the ratio of 
gross floor area to perimeter wall area; 
the value of increasing the depth of a 
block rather than the length; and the 
importance of the establishment of target 
costs. 

The reason why there is no systematic 
relationship of height to cost, appears to 
be the importance of other factors: lift 
usage, the number of staircases, and the 
proportion of usable floor area. Mr. A. A. 
Bellamy, after his recent visit to the USA, 
contends that two lifts require at least 
fourteen dwellings per floor for full usage. 


This often produces composite cruciform 
shapes, but where only one lift can be 
used economy depends more on reducing 
perimeter walling. This tends to produce 
an almost square plan. 


Productivity of Flats 


Practically all multi-storey systems used 
for flat blocks raise the shell at the rate 
of one floor per week, or less, but the rate 
of completion of dwellings per month is 
a much more instructive figure and one 
which is more important to the client. 
Offices offer more scope than flats because 
of fewer internal sub-divisions. 


Cost is the main controlling factor once 
other basic requirements have been met. 
In a time of rising wages, cost is con- 
trolled by other means of increasing pro- 
ductivity (prefabrication and mechanical 
handling). Both these means are inter- 
related since the economic use of 
mechanical plant implies a great deal of 
prefabrication to keep it fully occupied 


The main influence of shape on cost is 
the extent of perimeter walling per unit. 
Despite this, there is still considerable 
flexibility in design. Load-bearing Y- 
shaped structures can be economical up 
to ten storeys, or even higher as a result 
of other considerations, e.g., rapid use 
of climbing shuttering. Further detailed 
study of this subject would be well worth 
while. 


Height - Cost Relationship 
By M. H. Thackray, FRICS 


LITTLE BASIC INFORMATION exists on the 
effect of height and shape on cost. In 
recent years, at least three bodies in this 
country have been devoting a great deal 
of time and effort to this matter. The 
Building Operations Research Unit of the 
DSIR, the Cost Research Panel of the 
RICS, and the Wilderness Cost of Build- 
ing Study Group. 


The Wilderness Cost of Building Study 
Group have prepared sufficient data to 
enable them to make a cost relationship 
comparison of more than 2,500 buildings. 
The group have arranged their data under 
two headings: height-cost relationship of 
building, and plan-shape cost relationship 
of building. 


The data prepared are largely undigested 
and to reach any conclusions at all, they 
have been forced to ignore certain factors 
that would appreciably affect costs, such 
as internal walls, partitions, doors, stairs, 
lifts and services. In spite of these short- 
comings certain trends are emerging from 
this research. For example, it would 
appear from these comparisons that plan- 
shape of building has a greater effect on 
cost than height. Column spacing or 


main grid has a greater effect on cost than 
superimposed floor load bearing capacity. 


Under the sponsorship of the RICS 
Cost Research Panel, a number of papers 
have been published in the technical 
Press which have a direct bearing on the 
subject under discussion. The Cost 
Research Panel paper on ‘ Factors affect- 
ing relative costs in dwellings from three 
to twelve storeys in height of multi-storey 
housing’ (‘Chartered Surveyor,’ March, 
1958), considers the factors affecting rela- 
tive costs in dwellings fre three to 
twelve storeys in height, balcony access 
and staircase access and net areas from 
400 to 900 superficial feet. 


The panel have taken the four main 
components of consideration to be sub- 
structure, superstructure, fittings and 
furnishings, and lifts. They have made a 
theoretical study of the interrelation of 
costs and their behaviour at different 
heights with flats of different areas. This 
paper led the panel to the definite con- 
clusion that applied building cost 
research can achieve considerable 
economy in the layout and development 
of individual sites. 
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Building high has been an accepted 
practice on the Continent for many years 
and, as one would expect, continental 
engineers and architects have devoted 
much time and thought to the study of 
the subject. Germany and Denmark have 
both contributed to this field of research, 
but it is only fair to record that after 
three years of intensive work on the sub- 
ject‘ Height effect on cost ’—the Danes 
reached the conclusion that they were no 
wiser than before they started. 


A study group set up in the Nether- 
lands under the aegis of the Ratiobouw 
Foundation to investigate ‘ The economic 
aspects of multi-storey dwelling construc- 
tion, includes in its report the following 
interesting findings: (1) The building costs 
per dwelling in the case of multi-storey 
construction need not differ, or need not 
differ much, from those of comparable 
construction of medium height. (2) For 
projects of the balcony entrance type, the 
building costs prove to go down with the 
increase in the number of dwellings inde- 
pendent of the height of the building. (3) 
The costs of special provisions in the case 
of multi-storey buildings, such as eleva- 
tors, water pump and double glazing, are 
counter-balanced to a great extent by the 
saving in the cost of foundations, roof 


MPR. THACKRAY HAS POSED the question of 
differences in cost definition; is it the 
price the building owner pays or the cost 
incurred by the builder? For the pur- 
pose of this paper it is undoubtedly the 
cost to the builder since in most building 
contracts there is no established relation- 
ship between the price paid by the owner 
and the expense incurred by the builder. 
Ali elements of cost can be defined as 
the expense incurred in handling and 
processing materials from the point of 
origin to the final position in the build- 
ing. From the site view point, dimen- 
sional variation of the structure is highly 
significant. 


The 100 ft. square plan will involve 
greater problems of coverage by cranes 
and invoke different elements of labour 
in distribution of materials than the 
200 ft. by 50 ft. plan. One crane, for 
example, could cover the whole of the 
latter floor area where it may cover only 
60 per cent of the former. This may 
weil upset any saving in the cost of peri- 
pheral walling, but the important issue 
is that all points throughout the struc- 
ture must be easy to service if costs are 
to be kept down. 


The bay sizes of buildings should 
emerge from a carefully prepared flow- 
diagram of the functions to be performed 
in the completed building. Assuming that 
in the two examples given, a bay size of 
25 ft. is adopted, the square will require 
25 columns as opposed to 27 in the rec- 
tangular. Whilst this might enable two 
more uses to be obtained from formwork 
in the case of concrete structures, the 
proportion of outer to inner columns in 
the rectangular shape is higher. Column 
and beam sizes may vary considerably, 


and roof glazing. Evidence exists that 
the French are well to the fore in this 
particular field of research. A report by 
Mr. Demarre, ‘ The effect of height on 
cost of construction,’ is of particular 
interest. Mr. Demarre has collected evi- 
dence from a number of sources and 
quotes several opinions to the effect that 
time lost by the workmen reaching their 
working-point from the higher floors, as 
in the work of hoisting materials, is 
largely made up for by the workmen 
becoming accustomed to the same work- 
ing-point, although such opinions are 
generally qualified by some such state- 
ment as that above fourteen storeys it is 
possible that effect of height becomes 
more appreciable. 


Economics of Skyscrapers 


A correspondent of ‘The Times’ 
recently reported in an article entitled 
* The economic limit to skyscrapers,’ cer- 
tain relevant points. First, one economic 
reason against building record-breaking 
and cloud-piercing structures is the physi- 
cal difficulty of providing enough lifts to 
serve the upper levels and still leave 
enough space on the lower floors to make 
the building remunerative. Second, the 
cost of labour and materials increases

the former dependent upon height and 
the latter because of varying load require- 
ments. Such variations have a consider- 
able effect on cost and are not always 
easily identifiable at the time the builder 
prepares his tender. 

Shape, however, is not confined to the 
horizontal plane. For purposes of unin- 
terrupted floor space or for aesthetic pur- 
poses, third dimensional variations can 
seriously affect costs. Floor height may 
vary involving a duplication of propping 
and vertical access equipment. The 
builder is therefore involved in the cost 
of supplying two or more sets of equip- 
ment with consequently less usage of 
each. Mechanical handling equipment 
could also involve duplication. Site re- 
strictions are a further cause of increased 
expenditure for site handling equipment. 


Productivity and Mechanical Handling 


The primary problem of mechanical 
handling relates to the basic structure. 


It is immediately obvious that with 
heights over 170 ft. a ground based 
tower crane is out of the question; and 
cranes which can ‘ climb’ with the struc- 
ture or can readily be lifted from floor to 
floor must be considered. Building is a 
process of handling and assembling 
materials and in some cases, particularly 
where precast or prefabricated com- 
penents are used, the crane can trans- 
port them from ground level to the final 
position in the structure. On the other 
hand, the hoisting speed of a crane may 
compare unfavourably with that of a 
hoist. Certainly the speed of return to 
ground level is faster. 

Transverse stresses set up by horizon- 
tal transportation of heavy loads across 
the upper floors of skyscrapers need the 
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rapidly as the edifice grows higher, so 
that floor space per square foot on, say, 
the fortieth storey is nearly twice as 
expensive as on the second floor. Third, 
because of the higher costs, rents of 
offices on the upper floors are propor- 
tionately greater than on the lower floors 
and this makes it more difficult to secure 
permanent tenants. 

From the limited experience that exists 
in this country, it seems likely that up to 
ten or fifteen storeys, the repetitive ele- 
ment may well largely offset the other 
costs in building high. Above that it 
seems probable that the cost of getting 
men and materials up will begin to out- 
weigh the saving of the repetitive rhythm. 
In making this statement one is ignoring 
certain clearly defined additional costs 
such as high-speed lifts, booster pumps 
and the like. 

A great deal of information on this sub- 
ject exists. Collected and collated, it 
could be of immense value to the build- 
ing industry. Whether the connecting 
body should be the Building Operations 
Research Unit of the DSIR or the Cost 
Research Panel of the RICS or some other 
unit, panel or group, is not for me to sug 
gest. It is a formidable task and finance 
will be required. 


Effects of Shape and Height on Cost and Method

most careful consideration if true verti- 
cality is to be achieved in the structure. 
With crane distribution this problem is 
substantially reduced, if not entirely eli- 
minated. Finishing trades are more suit- 
ably serviced by one or more hoists since 
the upper floors obstruct crane service to 
the lower floors. 

The effect of height on productivity is 
quite another matter. The time taken in 
reaching the higher floors from ground 
level cannot be overlooked. Intercom- 
munication between floors is therefore 
necessary throughout the whole period of 
the work and at least one passenger lift 
should be kept exclusively for this pur- 
pose. Necessary duplication of services, 
including messroom and hygiene ameni- 
ties for the labour force, inevitably in- 
volve costs above that which is incurred 
on buildings of lesser height. However. 
these extra costs would be compensated 
in some degree by improved productivity. 

These are all easily identifiable addi- 
tional costs and if there are no offsetting 
economies they obviously increase the 
price of the building. One solution 
would be to adopt a structural design 
which will lend itself to quick building. 
Time saved in the construction period is 
big money on this type of job. Loca- 
tion and site considerations have such a 
great bearing on the whole problem and 
this means that every high structure must 
be considered on its merits. Fundamen- 
tally, the principles of vertical and hori- 
zontal movement of men and materials 
are the same, and the adoption of a 
structural design to enable the most 
economical methods to be employed 
throughout the course of the work is an 
essential procedure if building costs are 
to be reduced.

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The Town Planning Institute 
Professor J. S. Allen's 


PROFESSOR J. S. ALLEN, B.ARCH, FRIBA, 
delivered his Presidential Address at a 
meeting of the Town Planning Institute 
held in London on November 4, and we 
take the following points from his 
remarks. He said: It is the privilege and 
indeed the duty of a new President to 
review the Institute’s position. That posi- 
tion has virtually changed overnight for, 
standing out in our minds in the event- 
fu! year which has just passed, is the 
granting of the Royal Charter to the Insti- 
tute. 

I feel therefore that it is a moment 
when we may with advantage consider the 
objectives of the Institute as now defined. 
The Royal Charter sets out ten objec- 
tives but I propose to confine my observa- 
tions to those which can be considered 
under the following headings: (a) The 
advancement of the study of Town Plan- 
ning and the promotion of good develop- 
ment; (b) the present and future profes- 
sion; (c) public relations. 

The first objective is covered by Article 
4(a) and (b) in the Charter, which re- 
defines and slightly modifies those set 
out in the former Memorandum of Asso- 
ciation. We are still committed to the 
advancement of the study of ‘ Town 
Planning and of the arts and sciences as 
applied thereto’ by Article 4(a) of the 
Charter; but Article 4(b) has followed the 
precedent of the Town and Country 
Planning Act, 1932, which was the first 
statutory planning enactment to bring the 
countryside formally within its purview. 
Instead of being verbally limited to 
‘towns and cities’ as the objective was 
under the original Memorandum, we are 
now committed under the Charter to 
‘the promotion of the artistic and scien- 
tific development of towns, cities and the 
countryside.’ 


Choice of Catch-phrases 


The omission from Article 4(a) in the 
Charter of the words ‘civic design and 
kindred subjects’ may bring dismay to 
some of you, but, of course, the new 
Article is more neatly phrased and, on 
investigation, quite comprehensive. 
Nevertheless, I, too, feel some regret at 
the omission of a direct reference to 
‘civic design’ although humbly confes- 
sing that I have never liked the sound of 
those words. I do not find the more 
recent catch-phrase ‘ urban renewal’ any 
more attractive. 

Notwithstanding my reaction to the 
words ‘civic design’ and ‘urban 
renewal,’ I hope that the Institute, now 
acknowledged at the highest level as the 
professional body concerned with town 
planning, will be able to take an increas- 
ingly prominent part in advancing the 
study of this aspect of its function. 

This a matter of concern to us all. 
Our architect friends and all others who 
are anxious to improve physical environ- 
ment are assured of our enthusiastic 
support. The Institute can indeed claim 
to number amongst its own members 


designers responsible for the more suc- 
cessful and impressive additions to our 
civic architecture and to town develop- 
ment in three-dimensional form. At the 
present juncture, neither the architec- 
tural profession nor our own has yet 
found a method which will ensure that 
redevelopment in three dimensions shall 
be of a high standard. 

I now come to the second item on my 
list of objectives. Numerically we are 
one of the smaller professions, compris- 
ing at the moment 
some 3,000 qualified 
members as com- 
pared with a 
medical profession 
of some 80,000. Yet 
it would be a bold 
man who would say 
than any  profes- 
sion, however large, 
wields a_ greater 
influence for the 
future _ welfare 
of the country than Prof. J. S. Allen 
that of the planner. 

It is not fully appreciated perhaps how 
great is the joint responsibility of the 
‘land-use’ professions for the well-being 
of the country. The work of the land- 
use professions, including architects, 
engineers, surveyors, legal experts, geo- 
graphers, economists and sociologists, is 
of the utmost value to the planner, but I 
think it is now appropriate that the Insti- 
tute should seek to define with the assis- 
tance of these professions, the functions 
of each in relation to the others, and I 
feel sure that when this is done planning 
and the associated professions will bene- 
fit greatly. 

We are a fairly small profession, and 
likely to remain so. But it is our duty 
to see that recruits are of the highest 
possible calibre, and I suggest that it is 
through the Universities that we can best 
hope to achieve our aim. 


Public Relations 


The profession’s facilities for the 
‘advancement of the study of Town 
Planning’ (referred to in the Charter) by 
research are extremely limited. Although 
fantastic sums are disbursed by numerous 
bodies to solve the problems of getting 
from A to B or B to A, virtually nothing 
is expended on research to make either 
A or B worth going to. Both medicine 
and agriculture are particularly con- 
scious of the importance of research. 
Surely planning and its implications are 
at least as urgent and as vital as these, 
yet there is no equivalent in the plan- 
ning world to the Medical Research 
Council and the Agricultural Research 
Council. It seems to me that the need 
for a similar body under which planning 
research can be initiated and 
co-ordinated is urgent. 

Some of our members have asked 
whether as a profession we are vocal 
enough and whether we should not come

out more into the open on planning 
matters of public and urgent importance. 
I think that there may be times when it 
is the duty of the Institute to provide an 
authoritative statement on facts in order 
to inform public opinion. It may be, for 
instance, that our reticence over motor- 
ways (surely a planning problem of the 
utmost importance) may have been 
misinterpreted by our friends of the 
Ministry of Transport. One would have 
thought that here was a matter on which 
the association with some of our out- 
standing planning experts would have 
been invaluable to the engineers. 

We have a special interest in associat- 
ing with the professions which I like 
to group under the heading of ‘ Land- 
Use Professions.” This grouping can 
comprise a wide range of activities from 
those of the architect to the geographer, 
from the engineer to the economist and 
from the surveyor and estate manager to 
certain types of legal practitioner. 
Already potentially fruitful liaisons have 
been established between the Institute 
and its associated professions and I am 
hopeful that this form of exchange of 
ideas will become an increasingly impor- 
tant feature in the life of the Institute. 


The Sessional Programme 


On the sessional programme Professor 
Allen said: The granting of the Royal 
Charter has focused attention even more 
than usual on the significance of change, 
and has struck a note which it was felt 
should be echoed in our deliberations 
during my term of office. The theme of 
the programme, therefore, is ‘ Change 
and its Consequences’ in some of the 
more fundamental and significant aspects 
of planning. We shall be hearing of the 
effects on planning of current economic 
and social changes and also of changes 
in traffic and changes of a visible form in 
our environment. Those will be four of 
the main Acts of this Year's presentation 
celebrating our Charter but, I am sure, 
there will also be further off-stage cele- 
brations in the green-rooms of the 
branches both here and overseas. 


Discussion 

A vote of thanks to Professor Allen 
was proposed by MR. Jj. G. JEFFERSON, 
MICE, Junior Vice-President. Comment- 
ing on Professor Allen’s reference to the 
challenge of changing conditions particu- 
larly in relation to new towns and urban 
renewal and the problem of creating 
inspiring buildings. Mr. Jefferson men- 
tioned that in his county everybody 
wanted to live in a bungalow. 

While they might deplore it, it was not 
the slightest use merely adopting such an 
attitude. They had either to produce 
other forms of living accommodation 
equally attractive to those who wanted to 
live in them, or they had got to design, 
build and lav-out bungalows in a way 
which were as satisfactory aesthetically 
as other forms of building. He felt that

at the moment the challenge to planners 
was not being really met in this respect. 


The President, too, had questioned 
whether the conception of the garden 
suburb was not out-of-date in these 
changing times. But, said Mr. Jefferson. 
it seemed to him they had not replaced 
the garden city with anything to show 
that they could say, ‘ This is the answer.’ 
It was true there had been examples in 
this field since the war. Indeed, there 
had been some very fine examples, but a 
tremendous amount of mediocre develop- 
ment had taken place for which they 
must, as being partly responsible, feel 
greatly ashamed. They agreed with Pro- 
fessor Allen that there was a need for 
fundamental thinking as to the ways in 
which the general needs of the com- 
munity would have to be met in terms of 
town and country planning. 

They should all welcome the suggestion 
of a Research Council. As a member of 
the Institute’s Research Committee he 
could say he felt a sense of inadequacy 
when confronted with the magnitude of 
the problems of research which came 
before them. 


MR. S. L. G. BEAUFOY, CBE, FRIBA, com- 
menting on Professor Allen’s reference to 
education, said that it was almost fright- 
ening sometimes to think of the power 
which the planning officer wielded. With 
the stroke of a brush he could transfer 
enormous land values, place restrictions 
on land, pick them up, put them down 
somewhere else. It was almost awe- 
inspiring to consider the tremendous 
power which that small profession 
wielded in the country today. 


They had comprehensive legislation 
second to none in the world, covering 
almost almost every conceivable aspect of 
development, and the Institute had the 
fundamental responsibility to see that it 
provided the best training possible. This 
was a matter their Education Committee 
had constantly before it. He did not 
think it was any good just providing 
technical education with second class 
material. They had got to see that the 
general education of their students who 
came to study planning was very much 
higher than it was today. They must also 
be sure their teachers were of that high 
standard they must have if they had to 
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produce the right kind of planners. 

In his reply, PROFESSOR ALLEN agreed 
that they had not solved the problem of 
the bungalow. Some day, no doubt, 
some one would have to solve it, but they 
had to find something that would give the 
ordinary man in the bungalow the kind of 
life he wanted and keep it for him. Excel- 
lent though the bungalow might be, it 
was a great devourer of land, and in this 
land-hungry country they could not 
afford to spread out because it cost far 
too much.

A New Approach to Craft Training 


Pre-Apprenticeship Course for School Leavers Proposed 


SOME VERY INTERESTING suggestions are 
contained in the report of the Annual 
Conference of the Yorkshire Education 
Association for the Building Industry. 
This Association is the oldest of the asso- 
ciations of building teachers and members 
of industry and has been functioning in 
Yorkshire for over 35 years. The present 
Chairman of the Council of the Associa- 
tion is Mr. P. M. Shepherd, who took a 
prominent part in the conference and 
was responsible for putting forward ideas 
for a new approach to the problems of 
craft apprenticeship. Mr. Peter Shep- 
herd needs little introduction to members 
of the building industry, where his driv- 
ing force, combined with a capacity for 
deep thinking, have, for some years, com- 
manded the highest respect. 

Mr. Shepherd evidently shares the mis- 
givings which have been very widely 
expressed in regard to the likelihood of 
present arrangements proving adequate to 
deal with the problem of the ‘ bulge ’"— 
the substantia! increase in the number of 
school leavers which has already com- 
menced and will be with us for some 
years to come. 

The recommendations of the Carr Re- 
port were, at the time of its publication, 
generally criticised for their timidity and 
it remains to be seen whether the Indus- 
trial Training Council can, in fact, bring 
about a substantial increase in the facili- 
ties offered for training in industry. So 
far as the building industry is concerned, 
the results of exhortations to employers 
to indenture more craft apprentices show 
no signs of producing startling results. 
It is against this rather unpromising back-

ground that these proposals from York- 
shire have to be viewed. 

The new approach stakes its claim on 
offering building employers a pre-selected, 
partially trained boy, in the belief that 
such boys will be more readily taken into 
apprenticeship than the ordinary school 
leavers. This is not a new idea; nearly 
60 years ago, junior trade schools were 
started in London with that same idea 
in mind. London builders of those days 
said that the conditions of intensive com- 
petition under which they operated made 
it impossible for them to take on appren- 
tices with no previous craft experience. 


Work for the JAC 

At that time those connected with 
placing young people in employment in 
London were concerned about the lack 
of training facilities offered and persuaded 
a number of builders to accept boys who 
had learned the elements of craft skill 
at school. For the next 40 years, the 
junior technical schools in London (which 
had developed out of the trade schools) 
provided excellent material and estab- 
lished a high reputation in the industry. 

Mr. Shepherd’s proposal is essentially 
very similar in many ways, although the 
implications are more fully thought out. 
He suggests that the appropriate Joint 
Apprenticeship Committee should fix the 
annual intake of apprentices and colla- 
borate with the technical colleges in the 
selection of entrants who would be 15 
years of age or over. These entrants 
would take a pre-apprenticeship course 
of one year at a technical college; during 
the first term they would be introduced 


to all the principal building trades; at the 
end of the term they would select a par 
ticular trade and concentrate on the 
selected trade for the remainder of the 
course. Sixty per cent of the time in 
the college would be spent on craft prac- 
tice, with a considerable amount of actual 
productive work. The collaboration of 
industry would be required to make this 
productive work available. 

On the completion of the pre-appren- 
ticeship course, the boys would enter 
industry, indentured normally with indi- 
vidual employers wherever possible, other- 
wise under agreement with the Joint 
Apprenticeship Committee. The appren- 
ticeship would be governed by a two 
stage indenture; first for a basic period 
of from 2 to 3 years, later for a secon- 
dary period of 2 years for selected appren- 
tices who would benefit from further 
training. 

The selection of apprentices for the 
secondary training would be by mutual 
agreement of all parties to the indenture; 
the apprentices not selected for secon- 
dary training would complete their 
apprenticeship under normal adult crafts- 
man’s working conditions but at the pre- 
sent hourly apprentice rates. Provision 
would be made for the selection of suit- 
able apprentices to take a general building 
(National Certificate) course instead of 
the normal apprentices’ craft course 
during day release at a technical college 
and it is believed that future foremen and 
other supervisory staff could effectively 
be brought forward in this way. 

Finally, Mr. Shepherd suggests that

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nical Training Investment Allowance to 
cover wages paid in respect of day-release 
for technical study, the estimated cost of 
which would be £14m. per annum for fhe 
building industry, and, say, £10m. for the 
whole of industry. 

These proposals involve some consider- 
able difficulties and it is important that 
these should be recognised and faced. 
In the first place, on the question of 
financial provision by the Government, 
national policy has so far been reluctant 
to commit the country to any such action. 
In fact, over the last 10 years, the ten- 
dency has been, wherever possible, to 
transfer responsibilities in respect of 
industrial training from government 
departments to the industries concerned. 

The scheme would also require a new 
National Agreement by the industry 
which, since the National Apprenticeship 
Scheme for the building industry was 
agreed in 1945, has been markedly reluc- 
tant to consider modification to the 
scheme. The issues involved are contro- 
versial and there are many leading men 


in the building industry who feel that 
such controversy could wreck the exist- 
ing ;Apprenticeship Scheme which, for 
all its shortcomings in matter of num- 
bers, is immeasurably better than any- 
thing the industry has had before. 


Spheres of Possible Conflict 


Difficulties might also be encountered 
on the educational side. It is unusual. 
though not unknown, for full-time 
students to engage in production work 
and this might apply particularly in 
respect of boys specialising in a craft like 
bricklaying where it would be necessary 
for them to be taken out on to building 
sites in order to carry out this work. 

In some areas there might be conflict 
between the craft-biased courses in secon- 
dary modern schools and these pre- 
apprenticeship courses in technical col- 
leges. The former courses would not 
contain sufficient craft practice to rank as 
pre-apprenticeship courses and local edu- 
cation authorities might well be unfavour- 
ably disposed towards a development 


Historic Buildings 


Further Twenty-Nine Grants 


THE MINISTER OF WORKS has announced 
another 29 grants towards the preserva- 
tion of historic buildings. Twenty-one 
of these are in England, five in Wales and 
three in Scotland. 

Outstanding examples of British archi- 
tecture between the 14th and 19th cen- 
turies are included in this quarterly list, 
and the grants are distributed among 21 
counties. Several notable West Country 
seats appear, as well as an ancient Welsh 
border castle, a medieval monastic settle- 
ment in Somerset, two picturesque alms- 
houses in Norfolk and Wiltshire, and a 
typical example of the northern * black- 
and-white’’ manor house. Bruce Castle, 
at Tottenham, one of the few Elizabethan 
mansions near the centre of London, and 
three others in Wales receive grants. 
Grants have also been made for the repair 
of urban properties in Gloucester and 
Shropshire, John Milton’s cottage at 
Chalfont St. Giles, the stables at Ragley 
Hall, Alcester, which are among the finest 
in the country, the 18th-century Pulteney 
Bridge at Bath and rare stained glass at 
Ceene Park, Corby, Northamptonshire. 


The Scottish Group 


The Scottish group comprises a priory 
originally founded by King Alexander II 
in 1230; an excellent example of Scottish 
domestic architecture of the Stuart period 
on the site of Paisley Abbey; and an 
Ayrshire house built by Boswell’s father 
and probably visited by Dr. Johnson. 

Since their formation the councils have 
considered 3,019 applications for aid, and 
the number of buildings for which grants 
have been accepted totals 676, the aggre- 
gate value being about £2,700,000.

which might restrict a promising develop- 
ment in secondary modern schools. 

These difficulties are not insuperable 
and this practicable scheme could be 
made to work if sufficient support for it 
were forthcoming from the industry. It 
is by far the most clearly thought out 
scheme yet put forward to meet existing 
difficulties of apprenticeship training and 
tu take advantage of the increased avail- 
ability of school leavers. It deserves the 
widest possible publicity, the fullest con- 
sideration and early action. 

A considerable proportion of the objec- 
tives of the scheme could be attained even 
without Government financial assistance 
and since this is unlikely to be forthcom- 
ing at short notice it would be as well 
not to await the realisation of that part 
of the proposals before taking action on 
the remainder of the scheme. But this 
is a matter in which the first moves must 
be taken within the industry and it is to 
be hoped that neither stolidity nor 
moderate sectional interests will prevent 
such action.

Assembling Light-Concrete Blocks 
Small Locking Discs of Nylon Replace Mortar 
From a Correspondent 


A METHOD for building houses of light- 
concrete blocks without using mortar or 
other binding agent of liquid type has 
been launched by the Ytong Co., a mem- 
ber of a group of Swedish light-weight 
concrete makers. It consists in locking 
the factory-made building blocks by 
means of small circular nylon discs 
placed in }-in. deep lengthwise grooves in 
the horizontal surfaces of the blocks. 
The new method, which was evolved 
by the company’s managing director, 
Harry Blomquist, is stated to give the 
walls a structural strength that is 60 per 
cent stronger than with mortar joints. 
Once the first layer of elements has 
been put in place—with meticulous use 
of spirit level—on a base of cement 
mortar, the entire building adjusts itself 
automatically to its horizontal and 
vertical outlines. The discs—only three 
to a bond—have a diameter of 14 in. and 
are | in. thick. They keep the yard-long 


elements firmly in place in spite of their 
small dimensions. Corner bonds are 
effected by means of extra. vertical 
grooves, so that the disc locks three 
elements at a time. 

The partition walls are made of thinner 
elements joined together in the same 
manner as the exterior walls. The lock- 
ing discs for the former are square- 
shaped, as it has been found preferable 
to use a slightly larger contact surface 
for the lighter elements. 

Among the advantages claimed for 
building with nylon discs as binding 
medium are: It shortens the building 
time and makes the job cleaner: all 
surface treatment is made easier and 
neater; rearrangements of partitions are 
made more convenient and it is even 
possible to take the house apart and 
move it to another location; furthermore, 
the method enables building to go on 
even at the severest winter temperatures. 
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The Organisation of Building 
4.—Making Use of Site Labour

SUMMARY: The Building Research Station has recently carried out a project, 
on behalf of the European Productivity Agency, concerning the organisation 


of building sites. 


The object of the study was to obtain information on all 


aspects of organising work on the site and on the associated head office 


functions. 


The study involved visits to contractors and their sites, to research 


organisations, and to employers’ and operatives’ federations and covered nine 
European countries, namely, Great Britain, Denmark, Norway, Belgium, 


Holland, France, West Germany, Austria and Italy. 


The present article

obtained, and deals with the more general aspects of site labour, such as

Introduction 


THE DETAILED organisation of the labour 
force on any site depends on the type of 
work in progress, the methods and rate 
of building and the particular division of 
operations amongst different ‘ trades ’ 
which has become normal in a given 
country and/or class of work. It cannot 
therefore be divorced from the circum- 
stances of a particular site or design, and 
in the last resort the successful organisa- 
tion of the site labour force, and its pro- 
ductivity, depend on the quality of the 
site supervisors and on the creation of a 
generally favourable working atmosphere 
on the site and in the firm as a whole. 
External factors, such as the labour 
supply position and the grading of skills 
and wage rates, may also be relevant. 

This aspect of the general organisation 
of building sites was included in the 
study recently carried out in nine 
European countries. The full Report 
gives examples of the organisation 
diagrams of different sites—and also

deals with the more general factors which 
form the basis of the present article. 
Labour Supply—The availability of 
building labour varied appreciably in the 
different countries and, as would be 
expected, exercised far-reaching effects on 
wages and incentive payments, site 
discipline, quality of work, labour turn- 
over, working in winter, and even on the 
design of buildings. In many cases 
reliable figures throwing light on this 
aspect were not available, while, in addi- 
tion, it was a subject on which there were 
often differences in outlook and in inter- 
pretation of figures between employers 
and employed. Over-notification of 
vacancies often exaggerates the situation. 
However, disregarding winter condi- 
tions, there was in France, Holland and 
this country, in 1956-57, a moderate 
shortage of unskilled building labour and 
a more acute shortage of skilled building 
labour. The shortage of fully-skilled 
tradesmen was worse than that of opera- 
tives of limited experience and ability. In 
the other six countries the supply of un- 
skilled labour was either roughly in 
balance with demand, or exceeded it, and 


usually negotiated between unions and 
employers’ federations, with in some cases 
government control or approval. They 
covered basic wage levels, additions for 
overtime, for special responsibilities and 
for special working conditions, warning 
of dismissal, and conditions of apprentice- 
ship, ete. 

A comparison of the basic working 
weeks in the various countries (excluding 
winter time) showed a range from 40 
hours to 48 hours, although, of course, 
the average hours actually worked 
covered a different range. Overtime was 
sometimes calculated on hours worked 
above the weekly basic nours, for 
example, 40 to 48 hours at plus 25 per 
cent, over 48 hours at plus 50 per cent. 
The more usual method, however, was a 
daily basis such as 0 to 2 hours at plus 
25 per cent, 2 hours to 4 hours at plus 
50 per cent, over 4 hours at plus 100 
per cent. 

Sunday work was generally rated at 
plus 100 per cent. In Austria there was 
an agreed arrangement for a * Christmas 
payment’ credit to every operative, after 
one month’s service in a firm, of 14 hours’ 
wages for each 48 (or sometimes 40) hours 
worked. 

The level of additional payments to be 
made by a firm into one or more external 
funds on behalf of each operative, for 
social insurance, holidays, family allow- 
ances, etc., varied considerably amongst 
the different countries, from average 
values of around 15 per cent, such as in 
this country, to well over 100 per cent in 
Italy. There were similar wide differ- 
ences between countries in the basic 
wages, when converted at _ current 
exchange rates. For example, taking the 
basic rate (inner London) for a bricklayer 
in this country as 100 per cent, the cor- 
responding rates for the other eight 
countries ranged from 51 per cent to 137 
rer cent, as shown in following table.

the supply of skilled labour was more or 
less adequate. 

The reasons underlying the labour 
supply positions were complex, and 
included such matters as the generally 
high level of post-war building activity in 
Europe, the availability of refugee and 
imported labour, the level of attractive- 
ness and prestige of building relative to 
other industries and its effect on the 
supply of apprentices, etc. These factors 
are not static, however. For example, the 
diminished level of building activity in 
this country during the past year or two 
has affected the labour supply position. 

Conditions of Service.—The conditions 
of service in the different countries were 


Of course, such comparisions are 
purely nominal, and many other complex 
factors are involved in interpreting these 
figures. 

These necessarily brief and approximate 
figures do, however, give some broad out 
lines of the working conditions and their 
similarities and differences in the nine 
countries while, in addition, they show 
some of the reasons why direct cost com- 
parisons between operations in different 
countries cannot readily be made. 

In four countries, firms paid operatives 
each week, and in five countries every 
two weeks (or, in one of these five coun- 
tries (Germany), even monthly if agreed 
between the men and the firm). With

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two-weekly payments, however, an 
advance, usually 80 per cent of the 
average earnings, was given each week. 

In some countries, as for example in 
France. there was a legal obligation to 
establish in each firm a committee, repre- 
senting employer and operatives, which 
was mainly concerned with welfare and 
safety matters. 


Labour Classifications and Basic Wage 
Rates 


The working agreements generally clas- 
sified adult operatives into defined cate- 
geries according to their degree of skill, 
experience and _ responsibility carried. 
They also usually fixed the relative basic 
wage levels between categories, although 
this was occasionally done regionally 
rather than nationally. The number of 
basic categories ranged from two (crafts- 
man or labourer) in this country, up to 
five or more—with two or three sub- 
divisions in each basic category in some 
other countries. 

However, whatever the apparent initial 
simplicity, when permanent or temporary 
additions to the basic rate had been 
defined for certain grades of operative 
or responsibility, the final basic wage 
structures were all of much the same 
complexity. The principal difference as 
compared to this country, is that the 
agreements in some countries classify and 
grade, as separate categories or as sub- 
divisions within a broad category, a range 
of skills (such as concretors, plant opera- 
tors, chief scaffolders) in addition to the 
traditional trades acquired through a 
formal apprenticeship. In such cases, 
the corresponding range of basic wage 
rates extended both below and above the 
rate fixed for a traditional skilled trade 
such as bricklayer. 

From what has been said earlier, it will 
be realised that an exact comparison of 
labour classifications and their relative 
basic wage rates between countries would 
be difficult and would require extensive 
study, even when restricted to the nomi- 
nal basis of the classifications of skill 
and basic wages prescribed in official 
agreements. However, an approximate 
comparison on this basis has been carried 
out for some selected occupations (see 
the full Report), and yields some points 
of general interest which are briefly con- 
sidered below. 

In several countries, concreting is 
recognised as a semi-skilled occupation 
and sometimes includes the making and 
erection of simple formwork. The extreme 
development of this was in Germany 
where a ‘concretor’ with three years’ 
training on formwork, reinforcement and 
concreting was classified as fully skilled, 
although the number of such men was 
relatively small. 

The difference between the basic wage 
rates of unskilled and fully-skilled opera- 
tives was quite small in several countries, 
and therefore quite easily narrowed to 
vanishing point by any small additions 
made to the rates of the former for various 
reasons; this situation was frequently 
mentioned as a source of concern, par- 
ticularly in its possible long-term effects 
on the quality of work and on the supply 
of apprentices and skilled men. 


In this connection it is worth noting 
that the basic rates for this country are 
expressed in relation to each other 
primarily by a fixed difference (now 64d. 
per hour) rather than by a fixed percen- 
tage. The effect of this over a period of 
rising wages can be seen in the fact that 
the relationship of the unskilled and the 
skilled hourly rate which is now 88 per 
cent was 80 per cent in 1949 and 75 per 
cent in 1939. 

The position in another European 
country was until recently somewhat 
similar, in so far as there were only two 
basic wage rates in force (94 per cent and 
100 per cent respectively), and only three 
classifications of skill, the lowest of which 
(‘unskilled’) was virtually ceasing to 
exist. Output payments, and ‘black 
wages” disguised as bonus earnings were 
the general rule. The new agreement in 
that country concluded in 1958, however, 
now embodies a new scale of increased 
basic wage rates (which, for example, is 
some 25 per cent higher for a skilled 
bricklayer than the old rate), having five 
different classifications for productive 


operatives whose rates correspondingly 
range from 74 per cent to 100 per cent. 


Actual Wage Rates 


As will be discussed in a later article 
on ‘ incentive payments,’ substantial addi- 
tional earnings were paid to operatives in 
some countries, under schemes which 
related payments to the work done in a 
given time. These represented additions 
to the basic wages of from around 5 per 
cent to about 100 per cent when averaged 
over a period of time. Alternatively, 
‘plus rates’ or ‘ black wages’ were fre- 
quently paid, to attract and retain opera- 
tives or encourage output, and fell 
roughly within the range 5 per cent to 
35 per cent. 

Naturally, the actual levels of any such 
payments and their form varied between 
sites and often between individual groups 
of operatives on a site, and the evidence 
gathered does not show a _ consistent 
tendency either to increase or decrease 
the skilled/unskilled differential. How- 
ever, on a few sites the result was that, 
for the same total working hours, un- 
skilled or semi-skilled men received gross 
wages as much as 10 per cent or 20 per 
cent more than those of the skilled opera- 
tives on the same site and this led 
to discontent and tended to make site 
organisation more difficult. Also, in 
some countries, although the actual wages 
paid to general foremen had perforce to 
take some account of the actual total 
earnings of the operatives they controlled, 
the resulting differentials often tended to 
be relatively small, and sometimes less 
than prescribed in official agreements on 
basic wage rates where these included 
foremen. Cases were reported of such 
foremen’s total wages even being less 
than those of the skilled operatives they 
controlled, so that the recompense for 
the responsibility carried was confined 
solely to higher status and security, and 
possibly to a more even level of wages. 


Labour Relations 
The generally high level of building 
activity, often combined with some degree 
of labour shortage of the post-war years, 


had led many of the 23 firms visited in 
the nine countries to give more attention 
to labour relations. 

While a well-run incentives scheme can 
exercise an important beneficial effect on 
labour relations on individual sites, an 
important aspect from the point of view 
of the firm as a whole, however, is that 
of the stability or otherwise of their 
labour force. The magnitude of the prob- 
lem can be gauged by the fact that the 
ratio between the total number of dif- 
ferent individuals engaged to work on 
one site (and subsequently leaving to be 
replaced by someone else) and the number 
comprising the balanced working force 
in a period of average produgtion was as 
high as 5 to 1 on several sites (site ‘ labour 
turnover’), and that the corresponding 
ratio for some firms as a whole (average 
‘labour turnover’) was almost as high. 
This was the case even in this country. 

Although it is probably inevitable that 
the relationship between operative and 
employer is less permanent in building 
work than in many other industries, eight 
firms, mainly in the medium and large 
range of sizes, regarded an increased 
stability of their labour force and good 
labour relations as interdependent fac- 
tors. The most frequent way of encourag- 
ing stability was by pay additions for 
length of service. Such additions were 
fixed monetary payments, equivalent in 
one case to 2} per cent of the basic wage 
after three years’ service and in other 
cases 5 per cent after five years and 10 
per cent after ten years. 

These additions were in some firms 
supplemented and in others replaced by 
lump sums, such as £10 tax free after ten 
years and £100 tax free after 25 years, 
with the provision in some cases of addi- 
tional sickness and life insurance benefits, 
an extra week’s holiday, or small pension- 
rights. These provisions were in some 
firms almost equivalent to treating opera- 
tives as permanent staff members. 

An important aspect was that the 
operatives concerned received preferen- 
tial treatment in the event of redundancy 
(seasonal or otherwise), and the right to 
longer notice and even small gratuities 
based on the years of service at the time 
of dismissal. One firm (in Belgium) pro- 
vided a limited number of houses at low 
rents for selected operatives, another (in 
Germany) provided materials and plant 
for groups of its operatives to build their 
own houses in their own time. 

Although such benefits varied in their 
details, their general trend has been indi- 
cated in the above brief descriptions, and 
they all had the same underlying purpose. 
On the whole, such provisions were more 
frequently encountered abroad than in 
this country, except for large firms. 

The advantages claimed as a result of 
these measures were of a general nature. 
but included the better care and reduced 
waste of materials, a sense of status and 
increased responsibility amongst the men, 
the ability of one or two of these opera- 
tives forming part of a gang favourably to 
influence the general behaviour and out- 
put of the others, and so on. In many 
cases such operatives were gangers, and 
could be sent to isolated or distant jobs 
to provide a nucleus of trusted labour. 
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On the other hand, to reduce the mini- 
mum qualifying period of service for 
receiving such benefits to as low as six 
months, as happened in one case, was 
generally considered to be a negation 
of the purpose of such a scheme, and 
liable to cause resentment amongst the 
firm's office and site staff. 

The greatest degree of success achieved 
by such measures was found in a French 
firm where over half the operatives were a 
more or less permanent nucleus (250/300 
men), with many having 20 or more years 
of service; the others of the eight firms 
mentioned earlier reported a similar but 
usually lower degree of stability of 
labour and all were agreed that their 
efforts in this direction were well worth 
while. 

As a further measure to improve labour 
relations, and to encourage the interest 
of operatives and foster some sense of 
community, at least two of these eight 
firms issued to all staff and operatives a 
periodic news-letter or magazine con- 
cerning the firm, its work and _ its 
employees. It was also suggested that 
‘open days’ for operatives’ families and 
friends to visit their sites were worth 
while. Both these measures were aimed 
at widening and deepening the contact 
and links between site operatives and 
employers. 

Apprentices 

The training of apprentices was subject 
to various agreements and regulations in 
all countries, and in 7 out of 9 countries 
the supply of apprentices was regarded as 
only barely adequate. In some of these 
countries, also, the general educational 
level of recruits, the detailed training 
given on the site and in any technical 
schools attended during apprenticeship, 
the quality of the resulting craftsmen and 
the wastage of apprentices during train- 
ing, as well as the question of supply, 
were matters causing concern. It was 
widely agreed that working conditions 
and welfare facilities on sites, loss of 
time in winter, and feelings of insecurity, 
were factors affecting the ‘ prestige’ of 
building relative to other occupations and 
influencing recruitment. 

The principal differences encountered 
in the general training of apprentices, as 
compared with normal practice in this 
country, included shorter periods of 
apprenticeship (such as three years), 
credit for full-time study at vocational 
schools, practical examinations of skill at 
the end of the apprenticeship period, and 
in some cases the ability of unskilled 
men, at least in theory, to become skilled 
later in life. 

From the point of view of organisation 
on the site itself, a problem frequently 
met was that of securing the acceptance 
of apprentices into gangs working under 
piece-work or ‘target bonus’ systems, 
and of simultaneously ensuring good- 
quality instruction. 

A large firm in Austria, faced with this 
difficulty and interested in apprentice 
training, had grouped its 40 apprentices 
into one working body, equipping them 
with overalls bearing the firm’s insignia 
and providing one good bricklayer (paid 
30 per cent above basic wages) to each 


five or six apprentices, with an assis- 
tant foreman in charge of the unit. 

As a typical example, the team were 
given the task of building two blocks of 
flats adjacent to other blocks being built 
by the firm’s normal gangs. On the 
blocks built by the apprentices and 
instructors the quality of work was 
noticeably better than that of the nor- 
mal gangs, and, because of the appren- 
tices’ lower wage rates, total labour costs 
were initially only about 20 per cent 
higher than normal and were rapidly 
becoming less. The morale of the appren- 
tices concerned was excellentj as was 
the training given them on the site; about 
a quarter of them voluntarily attended 
evening classes. During holiday periods, 
engineering and technical students were 
also given work with this apprentice unit. 
The scheme is continuing. 

It will be remembered that good results 
were also reported during the years in 
which the somewhat similar ‘Apprentice- 
Master * scheme operated in this country. 


Conclusions 


(1) Whilst the size, composition and 
deployment of the site labour force can 
only be studied in detail for every site 
separately, certain more general factors 
also have an influence and are therefore 
relevant. 

2) The efforts made in some firms to 
reduce labour turnover, and to build up 
a nucleus of operatives having increased 
stability of employment and other bene- 
fits, has advantages of both a tangible and 
general nature for both sides, and are 
deserving of study and encouragement. 
This aspect is linked to the wider subject 
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of labour relations, and several firms (in- 
cluding some in this country) were 
already devoting more attention than has 
been usual in the past to this subject: 
news-sheets, site ‘open-days’ and joint 
consultation committees were proposals 
ofr practices for encouraging good labour 
relations. 

(3) In some countries certain types of 
concreting are rated as a semi-skilled 
operation, subject to suitable definitions 
of the duties and necessary experience of 
operatives to carry out such work, and 
there also exists a fully skilled concretor 
grade with training and experience in 
shuttering, reinforcement and concreting. 

(4) The shortage of labour in some 
countries has had a_ considerable 
influence on general conditions, particu- 
larly on the levels of actual earnings in 
relation to basic wages. Distortions of 
the relative. wage levels of different types 
of operative—and, less frequently, even 
of the classification of the skills required 
for particular tasks have sometimes 
accompanied this situation and persisted: 
they arose either from a shortage of a 
particular type of operative, or in a few 
cases from a realistic reappraisal of the 
relative skills needed in certain opera- 
tions. The relative position of the fore 
man grade has often also altered in these 
circumstances. In some countries a need 
was felt for a thorough overhaul of the 
skill and wage structure of the building 
industry, which would also take into 
account such aspects as those in (3).

THE FOLLOWING STATEMENT was issued on 
November 18, by Mr. E. Jameson, chair- 
man of the Brick Commodity Committee 
of the Building Industry Distributors: 
Within the last few days a report has 
appeared in a national newspaper to the 
effect that in consequence of the shortage 
of bricks, a black market has developed. 
The report quotes the standard price 
of 118s. per 1,000 bricks, and adds that 
the price has ‘ rocketed to 182s.’ on what 
the trade calls the ‘double handled’ 
market, quoting the case of a contractor 
who was able to obtain only 250 bricks 
in London ‘ at the black market price.’ 
These statements are not only grossly 
misleading, but are laughable in the 
ignorance they display of normal trading 
conditions in this or any other trade. 
The standard price of 118s. per 
thousand mentioned is for a _ large 
quantity delivered direct from the brick- 
works to a building site in London. The 
price of 182s. is an average one for small 
quantities from the merchant's stock in 
the same area, and it would have been 
possible to ‘ prove’ an even higher price 
per thousand by taking the proportionate 


price of even smaller quantities. This 
price differential between large loads 
from the works and small quantities from 
the merchant’s stock has existed for 
many years, whether bricks have been 
scarce or plentiful. 

In other words, it is the difference 
between buying in bulk and buying in 
small quantities—and the principle of 
‘it’s cheaper by the dozen’ is well 
hallowed by tradition. The builders’ 
merchant is in effect financing the hold- 
ing of stocks until they are required, and 
bearing many overheads, including 
labour, breakages and transport. 

The brick shortage is due partly to the 
spurt in building during the fine summer 
we have just had, and partly to the lag 
in production owing to a combination of 
the credit squeeze and the competition 
of bigger producers. 

Far from creating a black market, the 
builders’ merchants have as always co- 
operated with the builders in an 
endeavour to give the community the 
best possible service under the extremely 
difficult conditions through which the 
whole industry is now passing.

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‘Challenge to Planning’ 


Papers at the T & CPA Diamond Jubilee Conference 


‘Challenge to Planning’ was the theme of the Diamond Jubilee Conference 
of the Town and Country Planning Association, which was held at County 


Hall, London, on October 22 and 23. 


The conference was opened by Mr. 


Henry Brooke, when he made his first public speech since his reappointment 


as Minister of Housing and Local Government. 


Following are extracts from 


some of the principal papers presented. 


Reducing Planning Delays 


By Mr. Henry Brooke, Minister of Housing and Local Government 


MR. HENRY BROOKE, Minister of Hous- 
ing and Local Government, discussed the 
Government’s pledge to review afresh the 
administrative system of town and 
country planning, with the aim above all 
of reducing delays, when he opened the 
conference on October 22. He said:

Resolved we are to be a free nation, 
but we do not intend to allow individual 
exercise of freedom to destroy the 
amenities of life for the rest of us. We 
are on the way to working out, in our 
laws and our administration, the right 
balance. Far be it from me to say that 
we have arrived there yet, but as a 
people we are fairly sure where we want 
to arrive. Your Association has played 
a vital part in helping us all to clear our 
minds on that. 


The kind of challenge to planning 
which I welcome is the challenge to bad 
or blurred planning, to hasty planning or 
crawl planning. That is what I mean to 
try to eliminate from the administrative 
system; where it is at fault, I do not seek 
to shirk responsibility. When people 
attack ‘those planners’ it is not that 
they are attacking the idea or the pur- 
pose. They have lost patience with 
officials and experts and enthusiasts who 
use vague language which creates a sus- 
picion that they are pursuing not clear 
concepts but their own partial prejudices. 
Or it may be they have lost their temper 
with an administrative machine com- 
pared to which they think a tortoise is 
a model of alacrity. All this you and I 
must fight to correct. 


We must be as stern as anybody 
towards the planner who fails to reason 
accurately and to define closely what he 
is getting at. If this failing can be 
eliminated, nothing will help me more in 
my efforts to make the administrative 
processes of planning operate less slowly 
and more acceptably. 


You will have seen that the Govern- 
ment pledged itself in its election mani- 


festo to review afresh the administrative 
system of town and country planning, 
with the aim above all of reducing delays. 


Another Challenge 

Now I want to face you with another 
challenge. What contribution are you 
as an Association going to make to a 
cause which I think every political party 
at the General Election pledged itself to 
further? I mean the restoration of 
vitality to those parts of our country 
which have suffered iocally from setbacks 
and unemployment, which therefore are 
the real source of the flow of population 
southwards and eastwards towards areas 
that you and I may well think are already 
overpopulated. There must always be 
economic shifts and changes; a’ wholly 
static country nowadays would be a 
moribund one. 


But without deploring or opposing 
change it is sensible social policy to try 
to encourage appropriate development in 
areas which are sick through lack of full 
employment, or are threatened by serious 
unemployment through new develop 
ments in the pattern of industry. As a 
Government we have declared this to 
be a main aim of our policy, and our 
plans will be made known in greater 
detail before long. 


What a Government can do, of course, 
is to maintain and maybe intensify the 
restriction of further industrial develop- 
ment in the regions which are already 
over-full—Greater London and the Mid- 
lands in particular. On the positive side 
it can improve and strengthen the 
inducements to industries to establish 


themselves in places and areas that are 
facing difficulty. Some of these are my 
special concern in my capacity as Minis- 
ter for Welsh Affairs. 

But your Association with all its 
experience must know well that the 
fullest effects in the planning sphere can 
never be achieved by actions of the Cen 
tral Government alone. The sort of 
measures I have described must be rein- 
forced by enhancing the positive attrac- 
tion of these places and areas to 
industrialists and others. 


I will name no names, but in some of 
the older places to which all of us want 
to see new industry bringing new life 
there are congested town centres, 
decayed property and derelict land 
which cry out for renewal or beauty 
treatment. They might deter even the 
most public-spirited industrialist, as thev 
look today. 


On overspill problems and the pro 
vision of more new towns, Mr. Brooke 
said: I recommend anyone who thinks 
and thinks sincerely that new towns are 
the one solution for overspill to take a 
map and say exactly where he would site 
them. He will then find it a salutary 
discipline. 

Undoubtedly as our population grows 
there will have to be more building in 
the countryside; and with the growth of 
our understanding of good planning we 
must take more and more trouble to 
guide it into the right places and away 
from the wrong. But new building on 
open land presents far less intractable 
problems nowadays than the renewal of 
old or congested or decayed areas. 


I regard urban renewal as the greatest 
and hardest and most urgent challenge 
to planning in this day and age. Your 
Association has prided itself in the past 
on being ahead of Governments in its 
thinking. Here is a fresh chance on offer 
for you. If you will crusade for old town 
planning as well as country planning and 
new town planning, the second 60 years 
of your Association may place on record 
even finer achievements than the first, and 
that is saying much. 


The Planning Committee at Work 
By H. E. Thackray, MA 


THE TOWN AND COUNTRY PLANNING ACT 
of 1947 was a milestone in planning his- 
tory. It took heed of the great changes 
that the War had wrought in the social 
and economic structure of Britain, the 
urgent need for a national land policy, 
and of the Government’s intention to 
give, through Parliament, effect to that 
trilogy of reports—the Scott Report, 
which set out a policy for Rural Eng- 
land; the Barlow Report, which offered a 


solution of the problem of our blighted 
industrial area; and the Uthwatt Report 
on compensation and betterment. The 
Act had two principal objects, the finan- 
cial provisions since discarded and the 
system of land control. 

In the latter case the Government 
believed that land control policy could 
only be exercised by large semi-imper- 
sonal bodies and for this work the county 
councils and the county borough councils 
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were the chosen instrument. It is diffi- 
cult to see how any other policy could 
have been chosen. 

At the same time, I should record here 
my regret that the Government have not 
devised an effective way in which the 
plans of the county councils and the 
county borough councils should come 
under some common direction other than 
that of the Minister himself at the sub- 
mission stage. This, I think, is the one 
major difficulty in the present planning 
system and it is particularly so in a 
county like the West Riding, where we 
have no less than 11 county boroughs, 2 
of them with populations of over half a 
million, and set for the most part in a 
great central ring in our county. 

The county committee employ a staff 
of over 100 people and their committee 
work can be briefly described as follows. 
There is a quarterly meeting of the plan- 
ning committee, at which the planning 
officer submits a progress report and sub- 
mits the minutes of the various sub-com- 
mittees for ratification and approval and 
submission to the county council. 

Once a year there is a budget commit- 
tee at which the committee’s expenditure. 
which runs at almost £100,000 per 
annum, is examined in detail and the 
budget estimates are approved for sub 
mission to the county council. Once a 
quarter there is a finance and general 
purposes sub-committee meeting and this 
is essentially the ‘business’ meeting of 
the committee and at this meeting the 
planning officer brings forward his policy 
points and seeks the committee’s direc- 
tions on policy matters both for the fol- 
lowing three months, and, in many cases, 
the direction of policy for future 
revisions of the plan. 

Every month the references sub-com- 
mittee meet to determine cases of dispute 
with district councils, to deal with 
mineral applications and with the flood of 
proposals by district councils themselves, 
which must, of course, be determined by 
the county council, and all applications 
of the county departments come to this 
sub-committee, acting on behalf of the 
county planning committee. 


Architectural Panels 


The County Council have always 
regarded themselves to a very large 
extent as the chosen instrument for the 
carrying into effect of Parliament’s land 
use policy and this, as a corollary, means 
that we have felt that it was essential 
that we work always in close relationship 
with the Ministry of Housing and Local 
Government, and in this connection I 
should like to say that we have greatly 
appreciated the work of the Minister’s 
Officers. 

Occasionally, of course, we disayree 
with the Minister’s findings on appeal: 
particularly do we find this aggravating 
if we have been pursuing a consistent 
policy such as perhaps restricting ribbon- 
ing along main roads and the Minister 
allows one or two appeals. We find it 
difficult to recover the lost ground with 
District Councils when this occurs. 

I would like to say a word about 
‘architectural control.” My committee 
have not thought it proper to set up a 


panel of architects to criticise design. 
They realise that in many cases such a 
panel would provide views of consider- 
able value. The difficulty lies, of course, 
in the fact that the panel would be com- 
posed of the very men whose work would 
be under examination. 

These objections to the system can, of 
course, be overcome and perhaps are not 
serious in practice. What I think is very 
serious in practice is the assumption that 
the ordinary lay-councillor is incapable of 
appreciating or assessing an ordinary 
domestic design. I should perhaps add 
that in the Riding there is a very close 
system of collaboration between the 
county planning officer and the county 
architect and his senior staff and all 
buildings of special importance or com- 
plexity are the subject of an inter-office 
forum before a decision is reached. 

A final word. In the West Riding the 
planning committee's task is not wholly 
one merely of controlling proposed 
development. We have both through our 
county plan and through our town maps 
instituted a firm policy of restricting 
town sprawl so as to provide generous 
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green belts around the built-up areas and 
to keep the open country for posterity. 
This has caused land values both in the 
centre of the towns and in the country 
surrounding them to rise very sharply, 
and we accept this as a part of the price 
of town re-development. 

There is another aspect of county 
planning which I should perhaps men- 
tion. One of the great problems of a 
county such as the West Riding is the 
great backlog of industrial dereliction left 
by mines and quarries over the last. 
century. The planning committee have 
determined that they must secure a more 
diversified life for their people, and in 
order to attract new industry they have 
as a policy decided to set aside a sub- 
stantial sum each year for the clearance 
of dereliction and the improvement of 
amenity of the county. 

Our broad county aims then are: 

(1) To maintain and strengthen 
green belt. 

(2) To re-develop our town centres. 

(3) To clear away dereliction and to 
bring about a wider and more diversified 
industrial structure for our people.

Planning and the{Speculative Builder 
By K. W. Bland, ARIBA (Staff Architect, Wates, Ltd.) 


LOOKING BACK over the pre-war years, 
the chief recollection I carry is that build- 
ing land was freely available almost any- 
where. In those days there was no plan- 
ning on a national scale and development 
was free to follow lines of transport. 
Choice of sites was governed by proximity 
to transport facilities, shopping centres, 
and so forth. There were, as a rule, local 
development plans, and the principal 
impact of planning on the builder, in 
those days, was to enforce observance of 
housing densities as prescribed by the 
development plans, and to regulate the 
design of roadworks to suit the needs of 
traffic. 


The mechanical and utilitarian aspects 
of planning, therefore, took precedence 
over aesthetic, or architectural considera- 
tions and indeed, on reflection, there 
seems to me to have been in the official 
operation of planning, a surprising lack 
of direction towards town design in the 
architectural sense, which to me, as an 
architect, seems at least as important in 
town planning as the more prosaic sides. 


In this pre-war period, the adherence 
to prescribed housing densities, regarded 
then always as maxima, seems to me 
to be one of the factors that contributed 
to suburban sprawl. Experience of post- 
war days has shown that much more 
economical use can be made of building 
land without destroying amenities. 


What have been the successes and 
failures ot planning? On the credit side 
planning has prevented unscrupulous 
exploitation of land which, human nature 
being what it is, would otherwise have 
been inevitable. Planning has established 
adequate standards of space about build- 
ings, in advance of the requirements of 
the old by-laws. It has preserved much 
of our valuable countryside from being 


overrun by bricks and mortar. 
has perhaps saved us from 
extreme architectural disasters. 

On the debit side, I think planning has 
done less than it might have done in the 
way of providing a satisfactory framework 
of environment within which the private 
builder could operate in the best interests 
of the community, from the point of view 
of creating convenient and good looking 
residential areas. 

Whilst obviously many things, road 
patterns and so forth, contribute to this, 
I think perhaps the most important is 
effective local open spaces. 

The open spaces I would like to see are 
those which are a definite help to the 
appearance of the surrounding buildings, 
in other words, those that form part of 
the visual setting of buildings as well as 
providing places to enjoy in themselves. 
Therefore, these spaces require to be 
visible from roads, where they will break 
up and enhance the scene. Successful 
examples of the sort of thing I have in 
mind are to be found in many of the new 
towns. 

Whilst planning has failed to embellish 
developing areas with local open spaces, 
it has, of course, been most diligent and 
successful in preserving the countryside. 
The doing of this has led to planning’s 
greatest defect, which is that it has com- 
pletely failed to make adequate provision 
for the continuing need for building land. 

This failure has produced economic 
effects on house building and social con- 
sequences on the house buying public. 

Before the war the economic cost of 
building land was around 20 per cent of 
the all-in price of the finished house. 
Today, land, except in remote places, 
costs a quarter or more of the total cost 
of the building. There is an automatic 
relationship between land cost and selling

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price. If, for argument’s sake, you pay 
£700 or £800 per dwelling for land you 
cannot build on it houses that will sell 
for less than, say, £3,000. 

Another factor for consideration is 
that a man’s ability to buy a house bears 
a fixed relationship to his income. At 
one time the building societies required 
that repayments and interest should not 
exceed one-sixth of the purchaser's 
income, but as time went on this was 
relaxed and now they will allow borrowers 
to spend up to one quarter of their 
income on their house. On this basis a 
man earning £800 p.a. cannot afford a 
house costing more than £2,300, the site 
cost of which should be £600 at most. 

So it will be appreciated that not only 
does land cost determine what shall be 
built, but also to a very large extent the 
sort of people who will buy what is built. 

Consequent upon the shortage of land 
there has been tremendous competition 
for sites, not only between builders but 
between builders and local authorities. 
Success in this competition depends upon 
the ability to make the utmost use of the 
land and thus the ability to pay the 
highest price. 

As an architect, I am an admirer of 
most of the new towns. If only some of 
their features could be embodied in 
private building, I think we could have 
the best of both worlds. This is the 
direction in which I think planning can 
help the community. 

This idea has already been tried out 
successfully in some of the new towns. 
starting, I believe, with Crawley. The 
Development Corporations invite com 
panies such as my own to come in and 
build spec. houses, both because such 
housing assists the completion of the 
plan without cost to the Corporation and 
because it serves as a leavening to the 
subsidised housing 

These estates have proved to be satis 
factory to all concerned, and in many 
ways, the new towns provide an ideal 
setting in which private enterprise can 
function at its best. The scope for this 
type of development is, unfortunately, 
but a drop in the ocean compared with 
the country’s need for houses for sale. 


Employment of Architects 


I have indicated that spec. built houses 
are sometimes deficient in architectural 
quality. If architects would equip them- 
selves in the rather specialised aspects of 
the business, I would like to see them 
employed in all housebuilding, if neces- 
sary by law, leading to a point where 
official control of building design could 
be abolished. 

Not the least of the difficulties, when 
one is dealing with houses for sale, is the 
need for them to bear not the slightest 
resemblance to council houses. So 
whilst there may be satisfactory architec- 
tural solutions to be found in the realms 
of subsidised housing, these are of no 
use to the private builder. 

Another perennial problem is_ the 
demand for variety. The average man 
likes his house to be different from its 
neighbours. Attempts to meet this 
demand have been responsible for many 
architectural failures by spec. builders. 


Local Government Organisation 
By Peter Self, BA 


TOWN AND COUNTRY PLANNING has 
become one of the most important local 
government services. It is in fact basic to 
most other services. Yet we have still to 
grasp properly its scope and its require- 
ments. 

Since the war strong local powers of 
planning control have been introduced. 
Deficiencies do not now lie in the absence 
of powers, but in the way we use them. 
The weak spots of planning are machi- 
nery, organisation, and public relations. 
Unless we improve these matters rapidly, 
planning is likely to become increasingly 
ineffective in its methods and disappoint- 
ing in its results. That in my view would 
be a disaster for British local government 
as well as for town and country planning. 


Some people treat all major planning 
questions as if they were a matter for 
the central government. I do not mean to 
endorse this viewpoint. On the contrary, 
I think it is essential for national plan- 
ning to stick to those matters which 
genuinely and necessarily are of national 
concern, and personally I would like to 
restrict the field as closely as is feasible. 
Vitality in planning still springs from the 
roots upwards. It originates in civic and 
local pride, in the drive to remedy what 
is bad and to protect what is good in the 
local environment. It is essential that 
our system should retain and strengthen 
these local roots. 


Central Planning Needed 


We badly need a central Planning 
Ministry which really functions as such. 

In regard to local government organisa- 
tion, ideally the best structure for plan- 
ning (and probably for local government 
generally) would be: 


(i) Elected regional bodies—probably 
about 15 for England and Wales. These 
would make regional plans and would be 
responsible for main highways; new 
towns and town development schemes: 
industrial location within the region; the 
conservation of agriculture, minerals and 
natural resources within the region; green 
belts, etc. Industrial and town develop- 
ment would be carried out either by the 
smaller local authorities, acting under the 
control of the regional body, or by 
regional development corporations. 


(ii) Large cities (i.e., about 200,000 
pepulation upward) would retain a high 
degree of autonomy. They would he 
represented (directly or indirectly) upon 
the regional body and would comply with 
the regional plan. But the regional plan 
would not interfere to any appreciable 
extent with the internal planning of those 
cities. The city would be free to make 
its own decisions about the scope, timing 
and character of redevelopment, but it 
would be freed of any worry over the 
‘overspill’ problem. This might recon- 
cile it to a freezing of its administrative 
boundaries. 

(iii) Medium-sized towns (i.e., ahout 
60,000-200,000) would also have a high 
degree of autonomy. In their case the 
regional authority might supply certain 


large-scale services and also technical 
aid. But these should in the main be 
supplementary or voluntary forms of pro- 
vision rather than transfers of local ser- 
vices. The growth of these towns would 
have to be co-ordinated regionally. 

(iv) Local districts. These would be 
mixed urban and rural ones with popula- 
tions of 20,000 upwards. Necessarily 
these distri¢ts would be less autonomous. 
Planning power would be delegated to 
them by the regional body but they would 
have to comply with the provisions of 
the regional plan. Unlike large and 
medium-sized cities they would not 
possess planning powers in their own 
right though they would possess a right 
to delegation. 


Reform of Present System 


Failing this solution, one must try to 
get as many of its advantages as possible 
out of a reform of the present system. 
Suitable steps would be:— 

(a) Amalgamation of the smaller 
counties. A county of 750,000 or 
1,000,000 and over, if its boundaries are 
right, can take a broad view of planning 
and can afford the means to plan well. 
Smaller county councils often cannot and 
do not, and their planning is often far too 
influenced by rivalries and conflicts with 
the largest town in their area. 

(b) No change in the status or (as a 
rule) the boundaries of the larger cities. 

(c) A more uniform treatment for 
medium-sized towns, ie., those with 
60,000 to 150,000 or 200,000 population. 
These should al! (whatever their present 
status) become ‘ most-purpose’ authori- 
ties, providing most of their own services 
but receiving some services and some 
technical aid from the county council, 

(d) In the big conurbations, I think the 
present county districts and the smaller 
county boroughs should be reorganised 
to form the kind of most-purpose 
authorities which I have described. 


(e) In the special case of Greater Lon- 
don I favour a bolder approach. The area 
is so urbanised and integrated that larger 
units are more appropriate and I con- 
sider that six or seven large authorities 


_ would give the best results. These would 


follow the sector principle, which repre- 
sents the traditional lines of outward 
growth and migration. For example, the 
metropolitan part of Kent would be com- 
bined with the South-East corner of the 
County of London. 

(f) Outside the conurbations, urban 
and rural districts would be combined to 
form new and stronger units which could 
be given greater powers.

BURMA.—A survey of the projected 
Rangoon-Mandalay highway has recently 
been completed, by a combined Burmese 
Army, PWD, and American engineering 
team. It is hoped to start work on the 
construction of the road towards the end 
of this year, when the monsoon is over. 
The project is being financed from a 
US $37m. loan from the USA, for this 
and for improvements to the Rangoon 
University. 

Fijl.—A group of Fijians earning about 
£5 a week are building their own houses 
near Suva. The scheme is a result of 
co-operation between the men’s 
employers, the Fiji Housing Authority 
and the Fijians themselves. Just over a 
year ago the employers suggested to the 
men that they put aside thirty shillings a 
week from their wages for housing, and 
offered to give a £ for £ subsidy to enable 
them to obtain land. The men accepted 
the offer, and have obtained a piece of 
land. They then got a loan from the 
Housing Authority to buy building 
materials for 15 houses. The loan is 
repayable over 15 years at £5 a month. 
Now the men spend three days a week 
working for their employers and three 
days a week on building their own homes. 
The houses are architect-designed. 


HONG KONG.—The Government has an- 
nounced further steps in its housing 
policy by defining the spheres of 
influence of the various agencies respon 
sible for the problem. Private enterprise 
is to continue to provide housing for 
families earning over $900 per month, in 
normal development schemes. The very 
large group with incomes between $300 
and $900 per month will be catered for 
by the Hong Kong Housing Authority 
and other agencies, whilst the PWD will 
plan and build, and the Resettlement 
Dept. will organise, the accommodation 
for both squatters and regular residents 
with under $300 per month income, as 
an extension of the present resettlement 
policy. Priority in this latter group will 
be given to people living in old tenements 
which are either immediately or poten 
tially dangerous. ... World-wide 
tenders have been invited for the supply- 
ing and laying of two submarine pipe- 
lines, each 30 in. in diameter, to carry 
filtered water from the projected Shek 
Pik reservoir on Lantau Island to the 
Western end of Hong Kong Island. The 
eight-miles-long pipelines will be laid on 
the sea bed, the actual pipes being of 
welded steel, bitumen sheathed and cased 
in concrete. They will be placed in a 
trench. Work of laying, to tie in with 
the $220m. scheme, begins next year. 


JAPAN.—The Arabian Petroleum Co. is 
to build a crude oil reception centre on 
a 1,700 sq. ft. site at Osaka, on reclaimed 
land. At first the centre will handle 
crude oil from the company’s drilling 
grounds in the Persian Gulf.

The Scottish New Towns 

THE preliminary planning proposals of 
the new town of Cumbernauld, Scotland, 
are set out in the annual report of Cum- 
bernauld, East Kilbridge and Glenrothes 
Development Corporations, published on 
November 18 (HMSO, price 7s.). These 
proposals, state the report, were intended 
to act ‘as a brief to guide the growth of 
the town and indicate in a general way 
the Corporation's ideas of the form 
which the new town might eventually 
take.’ 

In a section on townscape, the pro- 
posals say that with the implementation 
of the development plan, road proposals, 
site reservations and density pattern 
would be translated into spaces, build- 
ings and planting. At Cumbernauld, a 
compact town set on a hilltop, it would 
be of vital importance to ensure that all 
the elements combined to produce a 
coherent urban scene. There should be 
a unity of conception pervading the 
whole town and this would require a high 
standard of design in every part with a 
considerable measure of co-ordination. 

No building could be thought of in 
isolation; rather it must be studied in 
relation to neighbouring buildings and 
the general layout. Similarly each sec- 
tion of the town must be designed with 
full regard to its impact on_ the

Sir Thomas Moore Foresees Further 
Prosperity for Building Industry 





The 39th annual meeting of Eastwoods Limited was held on 
November 19th, in London 
Sir Thomas Moore, Bt., 


his speech said 


CBE, MP, chairman in the course of 


The trading profit of the Group for the vear to March, 1959, 
was £1,078,000, which is £106,000 above the comparable figure for 
the preceding year. Nevertheless, our last financial year was a difficult 


period for most sections of the building industry. Competition was 
intense, profit margins on many of our commodities were cut very 
fine and building contractors were taking longer credit 

In the circumstances we did very well indeed to finish the year 


with a record turnover for the Group and also a record trading 


profit 

It is gratifying that in spite of our profits being about £100,000 
above the previous year the charge for taxation is up by only 
£6,000 This welcome state of affairs arises from changes in the 


basis of calculation of profits tax liability and the reduction in the 
rate of income tax, and this has been a material factor in enabling the 
board to resume our policy of transferring £100,000 to general 
reserve 

The reduction in the bank overdraft during the past twelve months 
from £242,000 in March, 1958, to £129,000 in March 1959, was 
achieved iast year by severely restricting all expenditure on capital 
account in accordance with the policy of consolidation and retrench- 
ment adopted by the board two years ago, 

However, now that we are en oying brisker trading conditions 
and the outlook is so much brighter, current expenditure on replace- 
ments and new capital projects is being increased in order to main- 
tain our competitive position in the severa] industries in which we 
are engaged 

Government policies for stimulating activity in the building industry 


were nogMelt to any marked degree unti! the spring of this year 
but w the fine weather started last February there was a big 
upsurge in activity which has widened and gathered momentum 
throughout the summer and indeed right up to the present time. 

However, the impact of demand has again been felt in varying 
degree by different sections of the industry First and foremost 
the brick industry came under intense pressure for supolies very 


early in the year and has responded magnificently to this challenge 
Nevertheless, the delivery dates for common bricks have unavoidably 
lengthened as the demand increased It is expected that supplies 
will be more plentiful next year and if we have the usual amount 
of rain next summer it is quite probable we wil] not experence the 
same degree of acute shortage that has been apparent in certain areas 
in the recent past 

As far as Eastwoods own Fletton 
concerned we are producing at the absolute limit of our manufac- 
turing capacity and so far this year have both made and sold more 
bricks in the seven months to the end of October than ever before 
in the same comparable period 


The demand for cement this 


and Stock bricks works are 


year is also again expanding very 
satisfactorily after the standstill experienced in the previous 12 
months, and I am happy to say that Eastwoods deliveries have 
increased by a greater percentage than the national average for the 
industry as a whole 

We are confident that the strong demand for cement will continue, 
since, quite apart from the greater volume of bui'dine generally. the 
roads programme is at last being pushed forward at a pace more 
in keeping with the needs of a rather desperate situation 

I am also happy to report that the demand for the other building 
materials we produce, including concrete tiles, concrete pipes, and 
sand and ballast has been at a higher level than in the previous 
year and that our resales of merchanted goods through our wharves 
and depéts also reached record proportions 


But in spite of all this increased trading activity and pressure of 
demand we can claim that both the cement industry and the Fletton 
brick industry which cover the two major products of the Company, 
have contributed much to the price stability of the building industry 

The price of Portland Cement has not been increased since July 
1957, and the last increase in the price of Fletton bricks took place 
in April, 


This is not to say that certain of our costs have not gone up 
For example, _re-rating of industry, though nationally desirable is 
costing this Company an additional £25,000 in the current vear 


and recent wage advances to our Fletton brick and cement employees 
and to our other work people will add £100,000 per annum to our 
wages bill 

At this time last year I forecast that a strong revival in the build- 
ing trade would begin in the spring and proceed satisfactorily there- 
after I am gratified to say that forecast has been amply fulfilled 
and now that the same Government have happily been returned 
to power with their hands strengthened and policies approved, we can 
look forward to a continuation of steady progress and well founded 
prosperity in the building industry for some years to come 


With these clear prospects of an expanding and buovant economy 
it is apparent that the greatest danger to our prosperity on the 
home front could arise from unjustified wage demands unrelated to 
increased production or prosperity, and inflation could, if allowed to 
get out of hand, again threaten al! the hard-won gains of the 
past year and force us to return to austerity and restrictions
